$65,000 for the four performances in Copley 
Square — all in the space of a few months. “The urgency was helpful,” says Maler. 
Sponsors BankBoston, John Hancock, NYNEX, and the Boston Globe had to make quick 
decisions — and, adrenaline pumping, kicked in the cash. 

Now Maler and Davis-Mullen want more: this year, Maler will direct a free production of 
Romeo and Juliet, this time to play on the Boston Common for 10 performances in August. 
Maler also wants to expand the company’s education programs. Last year, he and 
members of his theater troupe held Shakespeare workshops to encourage city kids to 
find connections between the play and their own lives. 

This year, Maler wants to reach more kids, and to establish a Commonwealth 
Shakespeare Company summer-intemship program. For eight weeks, six to 12 students 
would take classes in acting, movement, voice, and production. They would then work 
on Romeo and Juliet as assistant directors, assistant stage managers, assistant 
producers, crew, or even actors. They'd also receive housing and a stipend. 

But all of that takes money, and a lot more money than last year’s production: this 
time, Maler needs $221,480, and he’s looking for corporate sponsors. If you

PROTEST 
Czar Wars 


There was a certain irony in the awarding last week of the 
Norman E. Zinberg memorial award to federal drug czar 
Barry McCaffrey. 

The scientist and the general have a common interest in 
marijuana, but — as 20 protesters outside the Park Plaza 
Hotel tried to point out on March 7 — the ideological rift 
between the two men would set Zinberg flipping in his 
grave. 

The general, appointed by Bill Clinton to hold a new front 
in the War on Drugs, has called the medical-marijuana 
debate “a Cheech and Chong show,” and has dismissed the 
idea of legalization as “nonsense.” 

Zinberg, a Harvard psychiatrist, worked to dissipate 
marijuana’s image as a “bad” drug, 
encouraged research into its medical 
applications, and was a founder of the 
National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORML). 

McCaffrey’s selection so outraged 
psychiatrist Lester Grinspoon, 
Harvard Medical School’s most 
prominent advocate of medical 
marijuana (“Dr. Pot,” News, February 
14), that he resigned his post at 
Harvard’s Zinberg Center for Addiction 
Studies in protest last December. 
Marijuana’s medical uses — 
particularly in quelling nausea — have 
gained increasing mainstream

LITERARY LIFE 


Books on tap 


Reading at the Thirsty Scholar pub in Somerville, looking 
every bit like a young Liam Neeson, Scottish author Alan 
Warner hunches over his microphone. It's not clear whether 
his thick Caledonian accent has mesmerized the members of 
the crowd or just bemused them. But he has their attention. 
Warner is at the forefront of a literary clan that tag-happy 
journalists have dubbed the “Scottish Beat” movement, a 
group of young Edinburgh-based writers who boast the 
illustrious Irvine (Trainspotting) Welsh among 
their numbers. Warner's first novel, 
Morvern Callar (Anchor), epitomizes 
the rather grim worldview of this group; 
the opening line reads, “He'd cut His 
throat with the knife.” 

Still, the performance is a delight. Part of : 
the reason, truth be told, is the location. Too many 
reading venues around town are excruciatingly stuffy, often 
filled with the same set of reflective faces staring up from row 
upon row of buttock-busting chairs. Here, amid exposed brick 
and swells of cigarette smoke, with a young, lively crowd, 
there is a sense of the reading as a social — not just a 
“literary” — event.

The Thirsty Scholar, which opened in December, is the 
latest Irish bar-to spring up in the area.

acceptance over the past year, including 
sympathetic coverage in Newsweek and 
the New England Journal of Medicine. 
And Grinspoon says McCaffrey is 
holding the country back. 

“He’s a man who's doing harm,” Grinspoon says. “I see 
the patients who would be using marijuana. I hear from the 
patients in jail. This is doing harm.” 

So while McCaffrey assured his audience inside that he 
was “confident Dr. Zinberg would approve” of his hard-line 
drug policy, Zinberg’s NORML progeny sputtered their 
outrage across the street from the Park Plaza. Perhaps the 
most passionate among them was Elvy Musikka, one of 
eight people in the United States to receive regular 
shipments of marijuana cigarettes from the government. 

“This prohibition is blasphemy on the Creator’s work,” 
says Musikka, who receives a prescription of 10 marijuana 
cigarettes a day as a treatment for her glaucoma, and credits 
them with what sight she has retained. During her legal 
battle, Musikka allowed surgeons to operate on her right 
eye, and asked that her left eye be left alone except for 
government joints and pot brownies. Now, her right pupil is 
a cloudy mother-of-pearl, and her left is a clear brown. 

“See the difference?” she asks. “You tell me marijuana 
doesn’t work.”

Party crackdown 


Socialists, Greens, Prohibitionists, 
Libertarians, Perotistas, and even the 
Massachusetts Young Republicans are setting 
aside their diverse agendas in the face of a bill 
that puts the squeeze on their ability to organize. 

A proposal soon to surface in the 
Massachusetts legislature would end state 
recognition of parties that fail to achieve the 
“major party” status of Democrats and 
Republicans. 

Were this to happen, not only would voters 
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would scale back a 1992 law that allows voters

have fewer choices, but minor parties would 
have a much harder time organizing and 
mobilizing their flocks. They depend on the 
state’s voter-registration rolls to identify and 
contact supporters. Strong minor parties, say 
their advocates, check complacency and 
corruption in two-party government. 

The bill, sponsored by Representative 
Angelo Sciaccia (D—East Boston), carries 
particular weight because it’s being filed on 
behalf of Secretary of State William F..Galvin. It 


to enroll under political “designations” that have 
not achieved major-party status. In 
Massachusetts, a major party is one that fields a 
Statewide candidate who receives three percent 
of the vote cast in that race. 

The state currently has 10 “designations” in 
addition to its two major parties, including 
Libertarian, Reform, Socialist, Alliance, 
Prohibition, and Green. 

It takes only 50 signatures to establish a party 
designation permanently, and Galvin argues 
that the more obscure political designations 
impose unreasonable recordkeeping burdens 
on cities, towns, and the state.

HE DEFENSE of manners isa 

lonely battle. It’s midmorning, 
and etiquette consultant Judith 
Bowman has already dealt with 
widespread tardiness, one 
unexplained disappearance, and a 
painful discussion of petty finance. 
And just when it seemed like

“Corporate Etiquette for the 90s” 
was gaining momentum, the 
essential breach opens up: a 
student is asking not which 
direction you should swivel your 
soup spoon (clockwise) but why it 
matters at ail. 

“Where are all these people who 
care about how you eat?” Robin 
asks, and a pall falls over the four 
professional women who have 
gathered in a Colonnade suite high 
above /duntington Avenue. It’s an 
innocent question, but with it comes 
an army of other questions, such as 
why exactly it will come in handy to 
run one finger over a business card 
(embossing as social indicator), or 
why you should always opt for the 
least comfortable chair (“Your own 
comfo~t 4oes not exist in a business 
situation”), or why you would say, 
“My total seems to be different,” 
when what you mean is, “You are 
wrong!” 

This is a touchy moment; the topic 


may be soup, but what is at stake is 
the very existence of manners. 

“The people who notice the 
nuances are the people you want to 
impress,” says Bowman. “You 
think, does it really matter whether 
you hold the knife with its edge 
facing the glass? Yes. It matters 





more than we know.” 

It’s not the first time that 
Bowman — director and sole 
instructor at the Protocol School of 
Boston — has devoted class time to 
arguing that her discipline deserves 
to exist. The last 40 years have not 
been kind to manners. Part of 
Bowman’s mission is generational 
payback: the children of the 60s 
declared manners to be elitist and 
obsolete, so their children find 
themselves stranded at the point of 
adulthood, entering a corporate 
culture that still judges candidates 
sternly if they chew with their 
mouths open. 

The fact is, social hierarchy 
didn’t go away with the appearance 
of dress-down Fridays. So Bowman 
preaches the gospel of image, and 
backs it up with a flood of alarming 
— if scientifically dubious — 
statistics proving the relative 
insignificance of any qualities aside 
from breeding: “Fact: technical 
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skills and knowledge account for 
only 15 percent of the reason you 
get a job, keep a job, or advance in 
a job; 85 percent of your job 
success is connected to your people 
skills. .. . 55 percent of someone's 
impression of you is visual, 38 
percent is presentation and words 
account for only seven percent. .. . 
30 percent of a telephone message 
is conveyed in the words; 70 per- 
cent is conveyed in vocal quality.” 

On top of this, she says, is a 
trend that has emerged only 
recently among the Boston College 
seniors she coaches: a longing for 
the old order. After leaving the 
etiquette sandbox of college, kids 
want some of the structures back, 
she says. They want to say the right 
thing. So into this void, the 
etiquette consultant releases some 
rules of behavior. 

© Etiquette based on gender — 
men opening doors for women, 
women staying seated for 
introductions, and so forth — 
should not be used in the 
workplace. 

@ In conversation, direct eye 
contact should be made 40 to 60 
percent of the time; eye contact 
that breaks the 80 percent barrier 
can be considered abusive. 

® Focus on an imaginary triangle 
on a conversation partner’s 
forehead; a lower glance (between 
the mouth and eyes) is a more 
social glance, and still lower 
(anything below the mouth) is 
classified as “intimate.” 

© Always introduce the individual 
of lesser importance to the 
individual of greater importance. 

© An occasional frown makes 


~ you look concerned and adds 


weight to your words. 

Manners are constantly lost by 
attrition; generations choose what 
they will forget and what they will 
carry with them. There is — as 
Bowman points out — the danger of 
losing too much. Besides the class 
signifiers and gender signifiers are 
unambiguous virtues like hospitality 
and kindness. So, while curtsies go 
by the wayside, it’s still a good idea 
to give old ladies seats on the bus. 
We may like to have doors held 
open. 

Still, as she receives instructions 
in ladylike seating positions, 
Robin’s expression says she is 
about as likely to cross her feet at 
the ankles as she would be to 
oversee a joust for her hand. 
Bowman — who can engage in an 
animated discussion on the topic of 
whether the lemon in the finger 
bowl should be manually squeezed, 
with the consequent risk of further 
stickiness — tries to break through. 

If society exists, manners exist; 
this is a truth perhaps best 
expressed in the icy language of 
Bowman's protocol manual. 

“We. watch for people to stay 
within certain bounds,” it reads. 
“We are assessment machines.” 
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Trent Reznor versus Marilyn Manson.

Once dubbed by Rolling Stone as the 
“First Lady of Stand-up,” 
Elayne Boosler came to the 
Berklee Performance Cen- 
ter, where Quendrith John- 
son caught her act.

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Known as a bad-boy 
outsider, State Treasurer 
Joe Malone wants to be 
acknowledged as an 
innovative executive. Will 
he be able to outsmart his 
enemies and ride into the 
governor’s office?

OR JOE MALONE, becoming gover- 
nor in 1998 will be as easy as one, 
two, three. 

One: after months of hedging, Bill Weld 
decides not to run for a third term. 

Two: Malone survives the payback of 
his bitter political enemies and beats out a 
better-connected Paul Cellucci to win the 
Republican nomination. 

Three: somehow, Malone overcomes a 
solid Democratic campaign — most likely 
the fearsome Joe Kennedy machine — in 
an upset that rocks the state and makes 
national headlines. 

Along the way, Malone must contend 
with the fact that few people know who he 
is or what he does. Why should they re- 
ward him with the state’s highest office? 

For a lot of politicians, odds like these 
are enough to call it quits, surrender the 
dream, dive under the desk for a nervous 
breakdown. 

Enter Treasurer H. Ross Malone. 
“We've got some nice visuals around 
here,” Malone says, producing a stack of 
charts from a corner of his State House 

office and grinning slightly at his own 
hokiness. “In a business where there’s a 
lot of ‘he said, she said,’ these are the 
facts.” 

Malone’s football-player hands hoist the 
window-sized posterboards one by one to 
illustrate his skillfully spun tale of cost- 
cutting, efficiency, and innovation at the 
state treasury. DOWNSIZING OF LOTTERY 
WORKFORCE. The bars shrink. ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE EXPENSES IN LOTTERY. A thin line 
slopes downward. 

“I don’t know of any agency in govern- 
ment that could hold up a chart like this,” 
Malone says, his dark eyes lingering in ad- 
miration on the plunging blue line that il- 
lustrates SPENDING LEVELS FOR TREASURY 
ADMINISTRATIVE, BANK FEE AND RETIRE- 
MENT BOARD ACCOUNTS. 

Malone is probably best known in state 
politics for his brash — some say shame- 





lessly self-promotional — attacks on the 
Beacon Hill political culture. As a Republi- 
can in a Democratic empire, he has craft- 
ed an image as a system-bucking outsider 
that has infuriated establishment pols who 
think him a headline-hunting pain in the 
ass. 

Says one GOP legislator: “It’s apparent 
to me that if he had to run over his own 
mother to get ahead he'd do it without any 
problem.” 

But Malone knows that a run for gover- 
nor will take more than his trademark na- 
palm blasts against career legislators. So 
for six years he’s been pushing the tradi- 
tional limits of the treasurer’s job to show 
he can get things done as an executive. 
From budget cutting and streamlining to 
the extracurricular creation of new good- 
government programs — and his political- 
ly ingenious proposal this week to use 
pension funds to bail out the Big Dig 
without a hike in tolls — Malone feels 
he’s answered the question he asked him- 
self in 1991: “What are you gonna do 
within this little world of the treasury to 
make a loud statement?” 

The result: Malone has added an ele- 
ment of executive leadership to the win- 
ning personal touch and the provocative- 
outsider act that have made him one of the 
state GOP’s brightest stars, and a real 
threat to become governor in 1998. But 
Malone’s burning ambition runs up 
against some daunting obstacles. Right 
now, he is trapped in political limbo, wait- 
ing for Bill Weld to decide whether to run 
for a third term. His enemies harbor old 
grudges from his showy outsider stunts. 
His management of the state lottery is un- 
der new scrutiny. And Malone is still try- 
ing to articulate a convincing political vi- 
sion that rises above poll-tested boilerplate 
GOP rhetoric. 

This is Joe Malone’s political moment of 
truth. And though some Beacon Hill insid- 
ers are chattering about the intriguing 





possibility that Malone would replace Cel- 
lucci for a 1998 Weld-Malone ticket, Joe 
Malone sees his political future in three 
words: governor or good-bye. 


EEZ,” MALONE likes to say. As in, 

“Jeez, we're doing some things that are 
changing people’s lives.” 

It’s a small habit that says a great deal 
about his persona. Malone has struck a deft 
balance between everyman and officeholder, 
one that allows him to crack wise with a 
knowing grin one moment and discuss poli- 
cy without sounding buffoonish the next. Al- 
though he clearly has a deeply ingrained 
sense of conservatism, he softens his 
rhetoric with a gentle speaking style and a 
fuzzy political vocabulary rich in wonkish 
buzzwords. 

Malone’s dual qualities are likely a reflec- 
tion of his upbringing. The son of Italian im-

migrants, a smart jock from working-class 
Waltham, Malone was one of few kids from 
Waltham High to pass through tony Phillips 
Andover Academy (as a post-graduate) and 
then Harvard. 

Malone, 42, still has an athlete’s tall, solid 
build, and he presents a likable face with 
Italian charm: dark eyes and thick, arching 
eyebrows. His grin crooks slightly around 
one side of his bulbous nose, and when he 
talks — and he talks slowly, calmly — he 
has a way of squinting conspiratorially, mak- 
ing you feel like you and he are tuned in to a 
special wavelength, as if he’s letting you in 
on a little secret. On the stump, it’s magic. 

Beneath his gentle manner, however, Mal- 
one is something of a political Rambo, run-

ning through enemy territory, firing in all di- 
rections, dodging explosive counterattacks 
by his multiplying enemies. 

“Joe Malone,” says a restrained Senate 
president Tom Birmingham, “is not the 
most popular person on Beacon Hill.” 

Malone learned fast the reality of Republi- 
can politics in Massachusetts: he worked on 
a failed congressional campaign in 1980, 
and then managed two fruitless US Senate 
bids by party elder Ray Shamie before run- 
ning a 1988 Senate campaign of his own 
against Ted Kennedy. Not much more than 
an asterisk in the polls, Malone did earn 
praise for resisting the urge to utter words 
like “Chappaquiddick.” 

With a deep store of party goodwill, Mal- 
one turned against the powers that be in his 
1990 campaign for treasurer. He blasted 
Bob Crane, the retiring Democratic incum- 
bent of 27 years, for cronyism, saying the 
office shouldn’t be “an employment agency 
or a patronage mill for political employees.” 

Almost immediately after his blowout victo- 
ry, Malone’s tactics had Beacon Hill’s elders 
choking on their cigars. He abolished the 
State House bank and ended interest-free 
loans for legislators. Soon he forced compa- 
nies looking to do bond business with the 
state to disclose the names of their lobbyists. 
No cow was too sacred. Malone became a 
term-limits leader, and railed at Democratic 
dinosaurs, saving his choicest denouncements 
for former Senate president William Bulger: 
“dictatorial,” “vindictive,” “a petty man.” 

Malone appeared especially heretical in 
contrast to his predecessor. Like Bulger, 
Bob Crane (“Cranie”) was a symbol of the 
untouchably popular, old-style operator that 
defined the state legislature of old. 

But sometimes the good fight can go bad. 
In 1991 Malone charged that then State 
Senator Henri Rauschenbach (R-Brewster) 
had a private interest in a pension invest- 
ment he had been lobbying Malone to make, 
touching off an investigation that led to a tri- 
al. Weld, Cellucci, and many other Republi- 
can leaders stood by Rauschenbach, who 
was ultimately acquitted. Senate Minority 
Leader Brian Lees (R—East Longmeadow), 
declared Malone a “cheap-shot artist.” 


T’S NO surprise, then, that Malone’s 
current political bind has given Beacon 
Hill that schadenfreude feeling.

The trickiness of his situation arises 
from Bill Weld’s recent flirtations with 
running for a third term. Malone has ruled 
out a challenge to Weld, as well as a run 
for any office besides governor — even if 
the state term-limits law, which will force 
him out in 1998, is overturned. And it’s 
hard to win campaign contributions when 
you can’t even guarantee that you’re run- 
ning for anything. 

By contrast, Malone’s rival for the GOP 
nomination, Lieutenant Governor Paul Cel- 
lucci, can say he’ll at least be seeking his

current job again, if not going for the grand 
prize — either way, he can start building a 
war chest. Indeed, it’s widely speculated 
that Weld’s public indecision was designed 
to benefit his boy Cellucci by freezing out 
Malone. 

And yet there may still be hope for Mal- 
one in the event of another Weld run. Al- 
though the governor’s mysterious behavior 
has turned Beacon Hill into a soup of ru- 
mors, the prospect of a Weld-Malone ticket 
appears to have grown beyond mere gossip. 
Sources close to both Malone and Weld say 
members of the governor’s circle have been 
pressing the idea on him — although Mal- 
one backers are far more conspicuous 
about pointing this out. 

Weld isn’t about to throw Cellucci over- 
board. But it is true that Cellucci, saddled 
by an unseemly mountain of personal debt 
that stood near $750,000 last summer, has 
become a drag. 

“There are people around Weld who feel 
very strongly that Cellucci cost him the 
Senate race,” says one Republican off Bea- 
con Hill, “and that he would be a real detri- 
ment in any race against Joe Kennedy.” 

What’s more, given his debts, it makes

sense that Cellucci might want to leave 
government for a fat-salaried job with a 
private law firm. 

Despite Malone’s enemies, as well as the 
time he’s lost to Weld-induced inertia, 
most observers agree that if Weld takes a 
pass on running, Malone would have an 
edge on Cellucci in a GOP primary. Celluc- 
ci has Weld’s backing and is well-connect- 
ed among party-machine heavies. But the 
nomination is decided by the votes of about 
200,000 party activists — a group that, of 
late, has been flocking Malone’s way. 


Malone, though, has lately been picking 
up some baggage of his own. Last month 
the Boston Globe unleashed a four-part in- 
vestigative series on the state lottery, which 
Malone oversees as treasurer. The series 
painted a bleak picture of the culture of ad- 
diction and wasted savings surrounding the 
lottery, and that has hardly helped the 
cause of its steward. 

The Globe also reported some pretty du- 
bious — and possibly illegal — lottery 
practices that seem to lead to Malone’s 
door, like the fast-and-loose distribution of 
about $80 million in lottery-printed 
coupons, which may have been used to get 
around the advertising-budget cap imposed 
by the legislature. 

Needless to say, that report thrilled Mal- 
one’s foes in the State House — and faster 
than you can scratch a ticket, a Senate in- 
vestigation was underway, one sure to 
make for some high political drama when 
Malone is called up to testify. (Malone is 
also bracing for the impact of a report on 
the lottery due this spring from state audi- 
tor Joseph DeNucci.) Malone has already 
indicated that he will ask the legislature for 
a ban on any new video Keno licenses. 
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But what stings Malone worst is the 
charge of patronage on the lottery payroll. 
One Globe story mockingly detailed a 
“Waltham High reunion” — complete with 
old yearbook photos of Malone and three 
of the many friends he now has on the pay- 
roll. (And almost as embarrassing were 
those haircuts from Brady hell.) 

Technical questions about an advertising 
cap aren’t too likely to catch the attention 
of voters. But the idea that Malone found 
jobs for friends and relatives — especially 
after denouncing Bob Crane for

treasurer’s-office patronage in 1990 — 
cuts at the very core of his identity as a pol 
who does things differently. 

Malone protests that he’s trimmed the 
lottery’s staff overall, from 532 employees 
to 445. But he does admit to having hired 
friends. 

“If | was adding on people in order to 
please the people that I know, then shame 
on me,” says Malone. “I just don’t buy this 
idea that because I’ve known someone they 
should be disqualified.” 

Ironically, all the ill will Malone has en- 
gendered in the State House now serves as a 
convenient way to refute attacks by his ene- 
mies. At times like this, it comes in handy in- 
deed. Says Malone’s press secretary Eric 
Fehrnstrom of the Senate’s lottery inquiry: 
“It’s as if Billy Bulger never left the Senate.” 


OR MALONE’S potential rivals in the 

governor’s race, it would be a mistake to 
get complacent over his recent lottery trou- 
bles. Come campaign time, he’ll have plen- 
ty in his record as treasurer to brag about. 

The way Malone tells it, he’s been the 
lottery’s Richard Simmons — working off

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its excess fat, cutting its diet, making 
it more dynamic and active. 

The facts tend to back him up. 
The budget for the Office of the 
Treasurer is down 52 percent — 
and while Senate President Birming- 
ham protests that’s because the leg- 
islature has chopped Malone’s bud- 
get, on average Malone has re- 
turned, unspent, about a million dol- 
lars per year. Since 1990, treasury 
staff has been reduced from 325 em- 
ployees to about 135. At the lottery, 
same kind of story: patronage or 
not, overhead and payroll are sharply 
down. 

Beyond whittling away at spend- 
ing, Malone has done an impressive 
job of pushing the treasury to its 
maximum potential. Whereas Bob 
Crane was happy just to be there, 
Malone has worked hard to prove 
his executive creativity. 

Although his budget has shrunk, 
Malone has used the leverage of the 
treasury — mainly through its vast 
pension-fund investments — to in- 
stitute programs that embody the 
“doing more with less” doctrine of 
conservative activism he’d like to im- 
plement as governor. 

One of them, the “American 
Dream Mortgage Program,” (Mal- 
one’s program names all have that

campaign ring) grew out of the pen- 
sion fund’s purchase of mortgage se- 
curities. By making a special ar- 
rangement with the federal home- 
loan programs Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac, Malone says, he ar- 
ranged cheaper loans that led 3000 
families to buy homes. 

Elementary-school kids learn 
about money management by open- 
ing small bank accounts through 
“Savings Makes ‘Cents,’ ” a pro- 
gram that embodies a clause of the 
1993 education-reform bill that ex- 
horts state officers to get involved in 
education. Run by one full-time 
treasury staffer, the program relies 
heavily on the cooperation of local 
banks. With its small scale and feel- 
good goal, the program is almost 
Clintonian. 

Outsiders have taken notice of 
Malone’s work. Last year the Center 
for Policy Alternatives, a left-leaning 
policy think tank in Washington, 
honored Malone as a public-policy 
“pathfinder.” 

“He has been a leader in the coun- 
try in figuring out how state retire- 
ment money can do well for retirees 
but still do well for citizens by creat- 
ing economic opportunity,” says the 
CPA’s Rich Ferlauto, who singled 
out Malone’s pension-fund invest- 
ments in low-income housing in the 
South End. 

Just this week, Malone lobbed a 
political grenade into the middle of 
the debate over financing for the Big 
Dig, proposing to invest $2 million 
of the state’s pension funds in the 
project — a politically brilliant move

to circumvent what had seemed an 
inevitable toll hike. But the idea car- 
ries a fiscal risk by postponing the 
payoff of the state’s hefty long-term 
pension liabilities. Malone argues that 
pensions have been so profitable under 
his tenure — growing over 12 percent 
a year since 1991, faster than the 
stock market — that the quick fix is 
justified. Either way, it is a vivid exam- 
ple of how Malone has been able to 
twist his mandate in creative ways to 
score political points. 

Some of the uses Malone has found 
for his office, however, come across as 
overly gimmicky. A caption over his 
smiling picture on a treasury brochure 
kindly entreats, “Please help me return 





any money that may be yours.” (Who 
wouldn’t vote for a guy who got them 
a check out of the state’s arcane aban- 
doned-property law?) 


S IMPRESSIVE as Malone’s 

record of innovation may be, 
trying to pin down his core political 
philosophy isn’t easy. 

Malone’s first political mentor, 
Ray Shamie, represented a John 
Birch brand of conservatism — def- 
initely not an image Malone wants 
to emulate. 

“On some of the 
social issues where he 
was to the right of 
me,” Malone says, “I 
said, “Well, that’s 
where we have our 
differences.’ ” 

Malone recognizes 
the delicate line a 
Republican must 
walk to survive in 
Massachusetts, and 
that these distinc- 
tions are important. 

“People have had a 
chance to see my 
type of Republican- 
ism and Bill Weld’s type of Republi- 
canism,” he says, “and say, ‘Jeez, 
contrary to what we heard, they’re 
not some source of great evil or 
something to be feared — these peo- 
ple are mainstream folks.’ ” 

His understanding of the need to 
be seen as a “mainstream” Republi- 
can — as opposed to a Gingrich 
Republican — probably played no 
small part in his 1994 turnaround 
on abortion rights. Where Malone 
once hammered at Ted Kennedy’s 
pro-choice position in a debate, to- 
day he sounds a lot like a man who 
has discovered the gender gap: at 








first, “I listened a lot to 
men,” Malone says. 
“And that’s not something 
I’m proud to say.” In 
time, however, Malone 
says he “heard from more 
and more women,” and 
became convinced the is- 
sue was really about 
“controlling people’s 
lives.” 

Partly because of this 
sort of shift, and partly 
because a state treasurer doesn’t 
have to take stances on many politi- 
cal issues, Malone’s driving ideology 
has remained opaque. There is the 
familiar rhetoric of small-govern- 
ment, low-taxes, tough-on-crime Re- 
publicanism. He is probably as fiscal- 
ly conservative as Bill Weld, and 
more socially conservative. 

But judging from Malone’s record 
as treasurer, he has set himself up as 
an active conservative, in contrast to 
the laissez-faire libertarianism of Bill 
Weld. Malone is more immersed in 
the details of policy and governing; 
Weld is far better in the bully-pulpit 
role of articulating broad conserva- 
tive principles. 

Malone certainly likes the idea of 
being governor. But is there more to 
his ambition than an apolitical fasci- 
nation with achievement as a virtue 
in itself? 

Standing on a window ledge be- 
side Malone’s desk is a motivational 
book, Beware the Naked Man Who 
Offers You His Shirt. Malone de- 
scribes it as a source of “uplifting 
stories,” about “meeting challenges.” 
It is a book about something Joe 
Malone holds dear: success. 

An anteroom adjacent to Malone’s 
office serves as a gallery, filled with 
photos of Malone and a dazzling va- 
riety of entertainment and political 
luminaries. Here’s Joe waving a fist 
at a grinning Muhammad Ali. Here 
he is with George Bush. Jack Kemp. 
(Malone’s falling behind his sched- 
ule, and a staffer warns him to hurry 
— but he’s having fun now.) There’s 
Tony Bennett. Walter Cronkite came 
by for an interview. Here’s his 
framed certificate of travel on Air 
Force One — the new one, mind 
you, after it was refurbished. That’s 
the 1990 victory party, with rocker 
Peter Wolf smooching him on the 
cheek. It was Wolf who swung Mal- 
one an introduction to Bruce 
Springsteen. 

A sports junkie, Malone is also fa- 
mous for befriending the stars he 
roots for. He’s chummy with Larry 
Bird, and on this day, he’s off to 
New Jersey to see his friend and for-

mer UMass coach John Calipari lead 
the New Jersey Nets against the 
Golden State Warriors. 

Winning over voters, however, will 
require Malone to show he’s looking 
to do more than make new friends 
and build up his image. He’ll have to 
lean on his campaign skills and his 
record at the treasury — both of 
which are impressive enough to pose 
a threat to any potential opponent in 
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the governor’s race. 


Scott Harshbarger, the reform-minded attorney general, 
could play a higher good-government technocrat card than ° re 
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ess reams of bureaucracy. 

More important, should he win it all, does Malone have 
what it takes to govern the state? He’ll have to do a better 
job of answering that question in the months ahead. Asked 
why he’s running, Malone talks about an “efficient, effec- 
tive, creative” government that relies on civic engagement 
but doesn’t intrude on economic growth. But the particu-

lars are still a little murky. 

For instance, Malone puts education near the top of his list 
of priorities for the state. But when schools are crumbling and 
teachers are underpaid, it’s hard to imagine that this is an area 
in which one can “do more with less.” And it will be less. Not 
only does Malone talk about how today’s tax burden is unfairly 
high, but there are some awfully dark clouds on the state’s fis- 
cal horizon. The Big Dig alone, according to a study released 
last month by the Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation, could 
require an additional $600 million in new revenues — even 
figuring in a toll hike. Malone’s new financing proposal would 
fill that gap, but his preference for the quick fix over long-term 
obligations smells a little too strongly of politics

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HOMEMADE DRUGS 


To its fans, ‘liquid Ecstasy’ offers a harmless euphoria. To its 
foes, it’s a dangerous do-it-yourself drug made from toxic 
chemicals. Who's telling the truth? 


Lye high

SK A NIGHTCLUB drug dealer 
Ae: gamma hydroxybutyrate 

(GHB), a colorless, flavorless psy- 
choactive preparation, what he or she’s 
got, and the answer will likely be “liquid 
Ecstasy.” Which is in one sense true — 
that’s what the customers know it as — 
but it’s factually dead wrong. GHB is 
completely unrelated to Ecstasy; it’s a de- 
pressant, while X is a methamphetamine- 
related stimulant. 

Another alias for the drug, one often 
cited in law-enforcement press releases, is 
“Grievous Bodily Harm.” Again, the name 
is problematic, starting from the fact that 
— as GHB proponents repeatedly point 
out — it shortens to G-B-H rather than 
GHB. 

Indeed, GHB, a cheap and increasingly 
popular source of euphoria on the rave 
scene, is something of a cipher, surround- 
ed by misinformation and contradictions. 
It has been blamed in numerous headline- 
making poisonings — from the February 
hospitalization of three students at Gor- 
don College in Wenham, Massachusetts, 
to the sickening of 31 Los Angeles ravers 
on New Year’s Eve — but it has been 


linked to few, if any, deaths. To its fans, 
it’s an “incredibly benign substance” with 
several beneficial applications; to foes, it’s 
a dangerous, unapproved drug made from 
toxic chemicals. And though supporters 
think GHB should be treated as a harm- 
less dietary supplement, a new bill before 
the Massachusetts legislature, submitted 
with the attorney general’s backing, would 
classify it as a Class A illegal drug, putting 
it in the same category as heroin, PCP, 
and morphine. 

The actual properties of the drug barely 
even figure in the GHB scare. In our 
zero-tolerance society, a drug is either 
good and safe or bad and dangerous. 
Facts, those shifty, conditional things, 
count for almost nothing in drug culture, 
and they may count for even less with the 
anti-drug folks. On both sides, the debate 
is carried out with all the grace and sub- 
tlety of trench warfare, neither side con- 
ceding an inch to the enemy. For those 
who wonder why youth drug abuse is on 
the rise, here’s a thought experiment: 
imagine you’re 13 years old, and try to 
make sense of the morass surrounding 
GHB. 
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FEW things everyone agrees about. 

Making the drug is a fairly straightfor- 
ward process of combining two commer- 
cially available chemicals; descriptions of 
how to do it are available on the Internet 
(though they tend to say things like “the 
mixture was kept under reflux for the next 
two hours, whereupon the condensor was 
removed and the EtOH and much of the 
water was allowed to boil off”). 

The effect of a dose of GHB — usually 
a half- or whole teaspoonful, dissolved in 
water — varies tremendously from person 
to person, much like the effect of alcohol. 
And the resemblance doesn’t stop there. 
Generally, people on low doses of GHB 
feel and act the way drunk people do: 
warm and sleepy, euphoric, uninhibited, 
and uncoordinated. One contributor to 
the Net newsgroup alt.psychoactives 
writes that GHB “satisfies virtually every 
reason I drink alcohol.” 

But at higher doses, and especially when 
it’s consumed along with alcohol or other 
drugs, GHB’s distinctive effects show up. 
Users pass out suddenly and can’t be re- 
vived; often, they vomit and have muscle 
spasms. This is what gets people rushed to 


the emergency room, and what gets sto- 
ries in the newspaper. 


EYOND THOSE facts, there’s hardly 

any agreement, even about what it 
means when people pass out and have 
spasms. To most doctors, it’s a coma, ac- 
companied by seizures. GHB proponents, 
though, argue that users are in a state of 
deep but essentially healthy sleep, and that 
the twitching is a variety of myoclonic 
movement, the ordinary jerking motions 
people make as they fall asleep. “It’s very 
normal, high-quality sleep,” says Stephen 
Fowkes of the Cognitive Enhancement 
Research Institute (CERI), a pro-drug 
think tank that publishes a newsletter 
called Smart Drug News. Dr. Ward Dean, 
an expert witness from CERI who’s trying 
to keep GHB from being banned in Flori- 
da, says that the biggest threat to uncon- 
scious GHB users is panic. “Probably the 
most dangerous thing,” Dean says, “is for 
some of their well-meaning friends to take 
them to the hospital, where they'll perform 
all kinds of dangerous procedures on 
them.” 

The authorities don’t quite see things 
that way. An FDA press release about GHB 
warns that growing use of the drug “has 
been accompanied by an increase in reports 
of GHB-related injuries, including deaths.” 
And an advisory supplied by the Essex 
County district attorney’s office after the 
Gordon College poisonings warns of 
“scores of injuries associated with the drug, 
as well as numerous reports of women be- 
ing raped after passing out from consum- 
ing beverages spiked with GHB.” This last 
detail led Essex DA Kevin Burke to claim 
that GHB was “the date-rape drug of the 
90s,” which the papers dutifully reported 
without mentioning the fact that last year, 
the date-rape drug of the 90s was the 
sedative Rohypnol, a/k/a “roofies.” It’s not 
clear why GHB picked up the other drug’s 
reputation, but Massachusetts is taking no 
chances: the bill that would put GHB onto 
Class A does the same for roofies. 
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The plan to lump GHB in with the most 
dangerous drugs — which would make 
distribution of it (or possession with in- 
tent to distribute) a felony punishable by 
up to 10 years in state prison — is hard 
to defend. The poisoning and hospitaliza- 
tion numbers gloss over a surprising fact: 
in almost all cases, the people who’ve 
been knocked out wake up, and wake up 
healthy. In San Francisco, where the poi- 
son-control center handled more than 
100 GHB overdoses last year, chief medi- 
cal examiner Dr. Boyd Stephens says that 
testing has found no deaths attributable 
to GHB poisoning alone. Despite the 
FDA’s warning, spokesperson Brad Stone 
says the agency knows of only three 
deaths nationwide that can be “attributed 
at least in part to GHB” — meaning that 
other substances may have been involved 
in those deaths, too. 

And though the official line is that GHB 
is medically useless — a failed anesthetic 
and nothing more — the medical litera- 
ture disagrees. The drug was popular with 
bodybuilders in the early ’90s, before the 
FDA took it off the nutritional-supplement 
market, because it stimulates the release 
of growth hormone. Right now, it’s being 
used in this country as an experimental 
treatment for narcolepsy and other sleep 
disorders, and several European clinical 
trials suggest that it may be a highly effec- 
tive treatment for alcohol and opiate de- 
pendence. It seems to be completely non- 
addictive, it metabolizes cleanly, and it has 
no apparent long-term side effects. 

Which is not to say that it’s safe. But 
rather than arguing about GHB’s toxicity, 
it might make more sense to alert people 
to the dangers of its basic effects: sudden 
unconsciousness, after all, can be plenty 
harmful. Stephens says there have been 
cases of people succumbing to GHB while 
walking up stairs or driving a car; users 
recommend taking the drug only while ly- 
ing down. 

And there are problems of purity and 
quality. GHB is made by mixing gamma 
butyrolactone, an industrial chemical that 
can be used for degreasing engines, with 
highly caustic sodium hydroxide. Neither 
one is intended for human consumption, 
and supplies can be tainted. One alt.drugs 
bulletin board contains a running argu- 
ment between two gamma-butyrolactone 
suppliers accusing each other of selling 
products laced with lead and other poi- 
sons. Even if the ingredients are chemical- 
ly pure, the combination can be dangerous 
if there’s not enough of one to neutralize 
the other; Stephens reports one case of 
severe esophageal burns from a solution 


too heavy on sodium hydroxide. 

Clumsy law-enforcement efforts may 
even add to the risk. The Essex DA’s bul- 
letin, which arrived via the state police via 
the Lynchburg, Virginia, police via the 
FBI’s Virginia office, has a garbled, chain- 
letter version of the recipe: “The drug is 
made by mixing and heating gamma buty- 
rolactone (more commonly known as lye 
or ‘Drano’) and sodium hydroxide (caus- 
tic soda).” Problem is, lye and Drano are 
synonyms for sodium hydroxide; someone 
following these guidelines — which the 
Boston Herald printed virtually unchanged 
— could end up with pure, corrosive lye. 

The drug’s backers, meanwhile, seem 
less concerned with street-level safety is- 
sues than with painting an idealized picture 
of its effects and potential applications. 
Fowkes describes his target audience for 
the GHB message as “affluent, successful, 
healthy people looking to keep their edge,” 
saying it’s the “perfect drug for high-stress 
executives.” A user himself, he says it 
makes you “feel like you had a hot tub or a 
massage, just by taking a gram.” 

That restrained-use gospel hardly fits 
the needs of kids swigging capfuls of the 
stuff at a rave. Fowkes and CERI empha- 
size that the body produces GHB on its 
own (of course, it also produces potential- 
ly lethal substances like adrenaline and ni- 
trous oxide), and Dean insists — though 
the FDA disagrees — that, as a byproduct 
of a natural amino acid, it should be treat- 
ed as a legal nutritional supplement. 

Yet legal nutritional supplements are 
usually sold with the message that every- 
thing’s safe and anything goes — they’re 
not real drugs. This is already teaching 
kids reckless habits, leading them to wolf 
down caffeine pills, placebos, and herbal 
stimulants mix-and-match and in bulk; 
when actual drugs join the mix, the way 
the muscle relaxant Bacolfen did in 
Woburn two weekends ago, trouble fol- 
lows. Something as potent as GHB, so 
unpredictable when combined with other 
substances, may be an even worse thing to 
play around with. But the kids, caught as 
they are in the crossfire of misinforma- 
tion, will apparently have to figure that out 
on their own. =

work on Monday, March 3, Boston 

Herald editor Andy Costello sum- 
moned columnist Joe Fitzgerald to his 
glassed-in corner office, hard by Herald 
Street and the Mass Pike and just a few 
steps from the barely controlled chaos of 
the city desk. 

Costello had gotten a call over the week- 
end from publisher Pat Purcell, who was in 
Florida on business. Purcell had heard 
from his wife, Maureen, that Fitzgerald was 
upset about a sensational photo in Satur- 
day’s paper of a pregnant woman, seriously 
injured in an accident, shown wearing 
nothing but scanty underwear from the 
waist down. What, Purcell wanted to know, 
was going on? 

Now Costello had the same question for 
Fitzgerald: what was going on? Costello 
told Fitzgerald he’d assured Purcell that the 
photo — by Robert Zampell — not only 
was within the boundaries of taste, but was 
a potential award-winner. Costello added 
that Kevin Cole, the photo editor, had got- 
ten wind of Fitzgerald’s call, and was upset 
at having his judgment questioned. And he 
told Fitzgerald that if he had any further 
complaints about the Herald, he should di- 
rect them to the editors, and not go over 
their heads to the owner. 

Fitzgerald quickly sought to make it clear 
that he hadn’t intended to go over anyone’s 
head — that he’d called Purcell’s house on 
another matter, and had simply mentioned 
his displeasure with the photo in passing 
while talking with Maureen Purcell. “I as- 
sured Andy that if there was an appearance 
of something like that, that wasn’t what it 
was,” Fitzgerald says, adding he doesn’t 
expect the paper to reflect his own G-rated 
tastes: “If I ran the Herald, it would be a 
very boring paper.” 

Fitzgerald says he and Costello were 
laughing by the time the 20-minute meet- 
ing was over, and Costello dismisses the 
confrontation as “no big deal.” But though 
it’s certainly believable that there was no 
screaming and yelling (that would hardly 
be Costello’s style), the meeting served to 
underscore a couple of key points. 

The first is that Costello firmly believes 
graphic, tabloid-style coverage of crime, 
accidents, and other breaking news re- 
mains a crucial weapon in the paper’s nev- 
er-ending fight with its larger rival, the 
Boston Globe, notwithstanding the Herald’s 
efforts to beef up areas such as business

news, lifestyles, and the arts. 

The second is that Andrew F. Costello 
Jr., a 48-year-old Herald veteran who was 
named the paper’s editor in March 1994, is 
not to be trifled with. Never mind his soft- 
spoken demeanor or his low public profile: 
Costello is firmly in charge, and he has no 
qualms about delivering that message to a 
star columnist who just happens to be one 
of Pat Purcell’s favorites. 

Three years into the Costello era, the 
Herald is in the midst of a period of rare 
calm. The paper appears to be solidly prof- 
itable (although, since it’s a privately held 
company, there’s no sure way of knowing). 
News coverage has snapped back from a

slump several years ago, when a number of 
experienced hands departed. The Herald 
often beats the Globe on breaking news, 
and is competitive in state and local poli- 
tics, business, and sports. And Costello ap- 
pears to enjoy the trust and support of Pur- 
cell, an owner whose record suggests that 
he values stability, but who doesn’t hesitate 
to remove people if he believes the situation 
warrants it. 

Costello, arguably, is Boston’s most im- 
portant unknown editor, an inside player 


who logs heavy hours at One Herald 
Square, but who is nearly invisible in local 
business and community circles. (“I’m not 
sure I know who he is,” says Suffolk Supe- 
rior Court clerk-magistrate John Nucci, 
who knows everybody. “I don’t know him 
that well,” adds Larry Moulter, the well- 
connected president of Bob Woolf Associ- 
ates.) Though Costello protests that he’s no 
recluse, he willingly concedes that Purcell is 
the public face of the Herald, throwing 
himself enthusiastically into speaking en- 
gagements, charity work, and the like. That 
contrasts sharply with the situation at the 
Globe, where editor Matt Storin is a visible 
outside presence and publisher William 
Taylor plays a quieter role. (That could 
change after April 1, when Taylor retires 
and his more outgoing cousin Benjamin 
Taylor takes over.) 

In other ways, Costello shares some 
striking similarities with Storin. They are of 
the same generation, and both grew up in 
modest Massachusetts homes. Both are re- 
garded as good listeners, and both are soft- 
spoken, though Storin, unlike Costello, oc- 
casionally displays a fearsome temper. 
Their careers, though, have taken very dif- 
ferent turns. Storin’s résumé at the Globe 
includes stints covering Washington and 
East Asia, and he’s held top jobs at U.S. 
News & World Report, the Chicago Sun- 
Times, and the New York Daily News. By 
contrast, Costello has always worked in 
Greater Boston, usually on the desk. Al- 
though Costello is intelligent and open- 
minded, the narrow focus of his career is a 
distinct disadvantage. 

Costello faces some huge challenges in 
the years ahead. The biggest, by far, is the 
paper’s declining circulation. Most urban 
dailies have been losing readers because of 
rising newsstand prices necessitated by the 
price-fixing of paper in the early ’90s, and 
increased competition for people’s time 
from cable TV, the Internet, and even from 
longer workdays. 

Still, the Herald’s losses have been par- 
ticularly painful. According to the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations (ABC), the Herald 
has been losing readers twice as fast as the 
Globe since 1992: the Herald is down by 
nearly 14 percent Monday through Friday, 
and by about 12 percent on Sunday, 
whereas the Globe has dropped by only 
seven percent Monday through Friday and 
six percent on Sunday. And the Herald has

much less room for error. ABC figures 
show that the Globe now outsells the Her- 
ald by 471,000 to 285,000 Monday 
through Friday, and by 763,000 to 
196,000 on Sunday. 

It is, as even 
Costello is quick to 
acknowledge, a los- 
ing game. The 
Globe is one of the 
country’s great 
metropolitan news- 
papers, with more 
than twice the staff 
of the Herald, and it 
offers the full range 
of international, na- 
tional, and local 
news. The Herald, 
to its credit, has 
stayed away from 
me-too status, in- 
stead carving out a 
distinct niche as a feisty, populist alterna- 
tive with a sharply conservative editorial 
page. There’s something to be said, too, for 
its local ownership, the Globe having sold 
out to the New York Times Company in 
1993. But the Herald is the number-two 
paper in an era when most number-two pa- 
pers have gone under, and its long-term fu- 
ture is perpetually in doubt. 

The Herald, though, is getting ready to 
fight back. This spring the paper will unveil 
a major redesign that Costello says will give 
the paper a more sophisticated, broader ap- 
peal while maintaining its image as a city 
tabloid (“Don’t Quote Me,” News, Febru- 
ary 28). And Purcell is determined to find a 
way to get more color into the paper, as 
demonstrated by his negotiations with USA 
Today’s local plant in Norwood. 

Costello’s vision for the paper is diffuse, 
almost to the point of being contradictory: 
retain the paper’s gritty urban focus while 
reaching out to women and younger read- 
ers; keep up the beat on breaking news,

politics, and sports while putting a new em- 
phasis on lifestyles and the arts; grab peo- 
ple with compelling front pages (the Herald 
is about 80 percent dependent on news- 
stand sales, whereas the Globe is circulated 
mainly by home delivery) while playing 
down the paper’s sensationalist legacy. 
Then, too, 
Costello firmly be- 
lieves that vision is 
more likely to bub- 
ble up from the 
newsroom than 
trickle down from 
the corner office. 
“If people are wait- 
ing for a grand- 
plan type of thing, 
they’re waiting for 
Godot,” says 
Costello. “I get 
kind of existential- 
ist when it comes 
from that sort of 
philosophy. Rather 
than trying to impose any sort of an im- 
print on the paper, which is a living, 
breathing kind of creature, you're better off 
engaging people to think for themselves 
and come up with their own ideas.” 
Costello looks exactly like you’d expect 
the editor of the Herald to look: paunchy, in 
shirtsleeves with his tie loosened at the col- 
lar, pale complexion, blue eyes, and nearly 
white hair. His demeanor, though, is a sur- 
prise. Costello is no cigar-chomping, com- 
mand-barking character out of His Girl Fri- 
day, even though Hildy Johnson would feel 
right at home in the Herald’s ancient, bat- 
tered newsroom. Instead, Costello is soft- 
spoken, thoughtful, complex. A former 
campus activist with an artistic bent, he says 
he considers journalism to be an extension 
of that activism; and he sees it as one of the 
Herald’s main missions to “comfort the af- 
flicted and afflict the comfortable,” as the 
pioneering investigative reporter Finley Pe- 
ter Dunne put it 100 years ago. And look 
again: that white hair is a lot longer and 
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more stylish than you’d first noticed. 

Costello’s office reflects the tastes of 
someone who spends more time walking 
the floor than sitting behind a desk. There 
are newspapers from Boston to Washing- 
ton neatly stacked along a row of windows, 
a few family pictures, a half-dozen or so

framed front pages (a favorite: LUMBER 
JERK, from last spring, when a Canadian 
truck driver crashed and stalled Central 
Artery traffic for days). For the most part, 
though, his surroundings are spare. 
Costello grew up in Norwood, one of 
three children born to an Irish-Catholic fa- 
ther and a Swedish-Lutheran mother. He 
recalls his blue-collar upbringing in fairly 
idyllic terms, but there’s an edge: he wants 
you to know that his grandfather worked as 
a laborer at a factory owned by Globe (and 
former Herald) reporter Frank Phillips’s 
grandfather. “I used to think that was in- 
teresting when I was telling Frank how to 


write his stories at the State House,” 
Costello says mildly, the blade barely show- 
ing. (“I think it was my great-grandfather,” 
responds Phillips, who recalls Costello as 
“a very solid political editor.”) 

Costello began to broaden his horizons 

in the late 1960s, when he was a student at 
UMass/Amherst. He became im- 
mersed in protesting against the 
Vietnam War. And though a child- 
hood asthma condition kept him out 
of the service, his opposition was a 
cause of friction, both within his 
family — his father, who'd served in 
World War II, considered his son’s 
activism unpatriotic — and within 
himself: his best friend from high 
school had gone off to Vietnam to 
fight the war he was lucky enough 
to avoid. 

“The war forced people to make 
very personal choices,” Costello 
says. “There wasn’t much middle 
ground back then.” 

Costello’s attraction to the counter- 
culture went beyond his opposition to 
the war. Like most of his peers, he 
was deeply influenced by the popular 
culture of the time, especially the mu- 

sic of Bob Dylan, Peter, Paul & Mary, the 
Beatles, and the Rolling Stones. He contin- 
ues to follow the careers of Neil Young and 
John Hiatt. As for whether he inhaled, he de- 
clines to comment, except to say, laughing, 
“Let’s just say I was involved in the counter- 
culture, as everyone was at that time. And | 
was no choir boy.” 

But mainly Costello was interested in 
writing, fiction especially. He spent a sum- 
mer at Oxford, and bummed around Eu- 
rope. He was deeply influenced by the po- 
etry of Yeats and Blake and James Dickey, 
and the novels of Dashiell Hammett. Even 
Herman Melville. “I won’t admit it, but I 
actually like Moby Dick,” he says, admitting 
it — and thus revealing one of the few cul- 
tural bonds he shares with Bill Weld, the 
state’s patrician governor.

After graduation in 1969, though, 
he needed a job. His first stop: 135 
Morrissey Boulevard, headquarters of 
the Boston Globe. The Globe’s mes- 
sage: forget it, kid. He wound up at 
the Quincy Patriot Ledger, covering 
his hometown of Norwood and the 
surrounding towns, stirring up a 
ruckus by digging into the sweetheart 
deals some Foxborough town officials 
were cutting for themselves to capital- 
ize on the brand-new stadium the Pa- 
triots were building. “I had a police 
chief walk me out of a meeting with a 
drawn gun because he didn’t like the 
questions I was asking,” Costello says. 
“We were having a town meeting one 
time, and I came out and found that I 
had four flat tires. This was pre-Water- 
gate, and authority wasn’t challenged 
that much. We were the opposition.” 

A few years later, Costello and his 
wife, Geraldine, who'd been one of his 
bosses on the Ledger’s city desk, were 
looking for something new. In 1973 or 
thereabouts, they up and quit, and 
spent a year driving across the country, 
visiting friends, traveling to remote vil- 
lages in Mexico. It was a chance to get 
to know themselves and each other 
better — a last chance, he suspected, 
before diving into their careers. 

They returned to Greater 
Boston to find an economy in 
the midst of a recession. Costel- 
lo took a job at the New Bed- 
ford Standard-Times, a smaller 
paper than the Ledger, and 
quickly moved up the ladder to 
assistant city editor and Sunday 
editor. The Costellos bought a 
house in nearby Wareham, 
where they still live. (They have 
two sons, a college sophomore 
and a high-school senior.) At 
the Standard, Costello devel- 
oped a reputation for handling 
last-minute breaking news with 
aplomb. Says Gerald FitzGer- 
ald, a New Bedford lawyer and 
former Michael Dukakis aide 
who worked with Costello in 
those days: “Aside from being a 
hell of a good guy, Andy Costel- 
lo was the coolest man I’ve ever 
worked with in a crisis, regardless of 
the field.” 

That quality would serve Costello 
in good stead at the Herald, which he 
joined in 1983 on the invitation of a 
former colleague from the Ledger. 
While the paper sought to carve out 
an identity, Costello, one of the few 
constants, began a long, slow climb. 

Coming to the Herald was not with- 
out risks. Rupert Murdoch had just 
rescued the paper from the Hearst 
Corporation, and he was slashing jobs 
and cutting the budget to the bone. It 
didn’t help that the first Murdoch edi- 
tor, Joe Robinowitz, transformed the 
Herald into a sensationalist knockoff 
of Murdoch’s New York Post, giving it 
a reputation for sleaze that continues 
to stick. Slowly, though, things began 
to improve, hitting a peak in the late 
’80s under editor Ken Chandler (now, 
ironically, the editor of the Post), a 
worldly Brit who toned down Robi- 
nowitz’s excesses and crafted a prod- 
uct that, essentially, is not all that dif- 
ferent from the Herald of 1997. 

The stability of the Chandler years 
gave way in 1993, when Murdoch 
named another British expatriate, 
Martin Dunn, as Chandler’s replace- 
ment. Dunn’s instincts appeared to be 
more Robinowitz than Chandler; and 
in any case, he began angling for a 
new job almost as soon as he arrived, 
departing for the New York Daily 
News within months. Longtime man- 
aging editor Alan Eisner was named 
to succeed Dunn. Then, in early 
1994, Murdoch sold the Herald to 
Purcell, his loyal protégé, for an esti- 
mated $15 million to $20 million. 
Though the move was hailed as the 
salvation of the Herald, the heavily 
leveraged Purcell immediately began 
cutting budgets. (Costello says that, 


today, the newsroom is almost back at 
its late-’80s peak, though now there 
are more people in design and on spe- 
cialty beats, and fewer general-assign- 
ment reporters.) 

In March of that year, Purcell fired 
Eisner, which led to speculation that 
he would bring in a big-name outsider 
to shake up the paper. So when Pur- 
cell named Costello to succeed Eisner, 
more than a few tongues started wag- 
ging. There’s little doubt that Purcell 
had lost confidence in Eisner, but it’s 
also clear that simply moving Costello 
up the ladder enabled him to save much 
of Eisner’s considerable salary. More 
darkly, a number of observers won- 
dered whether Costello — virtually un- 
known outside the newsroom — would 
serve merely as a figurehead, allowing 
Purcell to call the editorial shots. 

The skepticism was understandable. 
Although Costello is almost universal- 
ly regarded as a solid newsman with 
good instincts, his detractors says he’s 
a creature of his long years on the city 
desk, keeping the paper narrowly fo- 
cused on crime, local politics, and 
sports. Those detractors charge that 
this narrow focus leads Costello to lis- 
ten mainly to his hyperaggressive 
managing editor for news, Andrew 
Gully, and his more cerebral manag-

ing editor for features, Kevin Convey. 
(The three are known within the 
newsroom as the “Micks with Dicks,” 
especially among women, some of 
whom are put off by the newsroom’s 
competitive, macho culture.) To com- 
pound matters, Costello’s workaholic, 
hands-on style leaves him little time 
for planning — and though he dis- 
putes the notion that he has no long- 
range vision, he makes it clear that he 
believes his main responsibility is get- 
ting out the next day’s paper. 

Costello hasn’t been shy about ex- 
erting his authority. The most notable 
example took place in May 1995, 
when he fired sports editor Bob Sales, 
a legend on the Boston and New York 
media scenes for several decades who 
was respected by Purcell, but who 
clashed with Costello and Gully. Yet 
the questions about Costello’s ulti- 
mate authority persist, and they were 
raised anew last fall, when Wally 
Roche — an investigative-reporting 
star who was lured from the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer in July 1995 to be the 
Herald’s political and investigative ed- 
itor — left amid reports that he’d had 
a falling-out with Costello and Gully. 

Roche, who’s now at the Baltimore 
Sun, refuses to speak with the Phoenix, 
which he has accused of taking Costel- 
lo and Gully’s side. But he’s told 
friends he was ordered to lay off nega- 
tive stories about Purcell favorites, es- 
pecially Governor Weld and State 
Treasurer Joe Malone. Is there any- 
thing to it? There’s no question that 
the Herald’s two front-page endorse- 
ments of Weld in the US Senate race 
last fall hurt the credibility of the Her- 
ald’s news pages. But numerous re- 


porters, including those who no longer 
work at the Herald, insist they have 
never been told to back off a story, no 
matter how near and dear the person 
or cause may be to Purcell’s heart. 

Consider Patriots owner Bob 
Kraft’s abortive plan to build a stadi- 
um in South Boston, which Purcell — 
like Kraft, a supplicant of BankBoston 
— wholeheartedly supported. Herald 
columnist Peter Gelzinis, who lives in 
South Boston, savaged the Kraft plan 
in column after column, criticizing his 
alleged arrogance and insensitivity to 
the neighborhood. 

What did Purcell think? 

“I never heard a peep,” Gelzinis 
says. “Total free rein. I’ve never been 
told in the years that I’ve been writing 
to stay away from something, or to lay 
back, or would you consider talking to 
this guy or anything. Nothing.” 

Says a source sympathetic both to 
Roche and Costello: “I think Wally was 
an excellent editor. I just think, cultur- 
ally, he was doomed not to work out. 
You’d have to be a more gregarious 
person, someone who was more able 
politically to befriend people, and Wally 
doesn’t have that skill.” But this source 
also blames management for being un- 
able to keep one of the most talented 
and accomplished outsiders who’d 


come to the paper in many years. 

Indeed, the insularity of the Herald 
remains an ongoing problem. Despite 
being widely read in Boston’s black 
neighborhoods, the paper is often per- | 
ceived as a white-male bastion in an 
increasingly diverse city. Costello says 
he’s committed to hiring and promot- 
ing both women and minorities, not- 
ing that about half of the 215-member 
editorial staff — and increasing num- 
bers of editors — are women. He 
laments the shortage of African-Amer- 
icans in the newsroom, but observers 
give him points for effort: he and Gul- 
ly regularly attend minority-recruiting 
events, and Costello personally lured 
Leonard Greene back from the San 
Francisco Chronicle (where he’d taken 
a job after a stint as the Herald’s edu- 
cation reporter) by giving him a col- 
umn. Gary Witherspoon, an African- 
American who’s a top editor at News- 
day, and who worked at the Herald 
from 1987 to ’91, credits Costello 
with doing the best he can given the 
small pool of minority candidates, the 
best of whom are avidly courted — 
and handsomely paid — by the top 
news organizations in the country. 

But the mostly white environment 
can lead to culture clashes and in- 
sensitivity — and not just on the news 
pages, where the crime stories play up 
mostly minority perpetrators, and 
where Howie Carr’s column regularly 
wallows in racial stereotypes. 

Political consultant Janis Pryor, an 
African-American who’s worked with 
the Ten Point Coalition, speaks of an- 
other kind of insensitivity. She recalls 
pitching a story idea to an editor one 
day last year. “And the response I got 
was, ‘Oh, that’s what Lenny covers. 
Call Lenny. He does that.’ For a 
minute, I thought, ‘Lenny who? What

the hell are they talking about?’ ” Then she 
realized the editor wanted her to talk to 
Leonard Greene. “This was not a black is- 
sue, this was an editorial issue,” Pryor says 
angrily. “This is fairly fundamental, and to 
have people running around with that 
mindset, I find that very disturbing.” 

Which may, ultimately, be the rap on 
Costello, who’s smarter and more sophisti- 
cated than his critics give him credit for, but 
who’s been fundamentally unable to change 

e mission of the Herald — to speak to its 
large cadre of urban middle-class and lower- 
middle-class readers, black and white, not 
just by appealing to their desire for hot 
breaking news and for entertainment, but by 
helping to explain and interpret their world. 

Indeed, Wally Roche’s replacement, Joe 
Sciacca, is a well-liked Herald veteran who 
quickly put the paper’s political coverage 
back on an even keel. Yet Sciacca’s first 
love is the “gotcha” story; he, like Costello, 
disdains process-oriented coverage as too 
boring for the Herald’s presumably antsy 
readers. But as U.S. News & World Report 
editor James Fallows, author of Breaking 
the News (1996), a well-received book on 
what’s wrong with journalism, has ob- 
served, the job of an editor is to make im- 
portant but potentially boring stories inter- 
esting. Then again, Costello says he hasn’t 
had time to read Fallows’s book. 

Not that there isn’t intelligent reporting 
in the Herald. Last year’s five-part series on 
the Fells Acres child-abuse case, by Tom 
Mashberg and Ed Hayward, is the defini- 
tive review of that complicated affair, and 
Costello is justifiably proud of it. But 
there’s not enough of that. 

“I said to Martin Dunn, ‘We already 
have all the stupid readers. If we’re going

to grow, we have to do something every 
day that will hold the interest of an intelli- 
gent person,’ ” says a former Herald 
staffer. “I don’t mean that the Herald 
should turn its back on its tabloid tradi- 
tion, but there are opportunities, as the 
apparent success of the business section 
has demonstrated.” 





Such shortcomings notwithstanding, 
it would appear that Andy Costello — 
like Pat Purcell — is here to stay. That, 
in fact, may be the source of Costello’s 
strength. He makes no claims to perfec- 
tion, and he’s regarded as a good listen- 
er willing to take suggestions from any- 
one. Alan Eisner, now CEO of Regan 
Communications (whose public-rela- 
tions portfolio includes, ironically, the 
Herald), praises Costello as a “fiercely 
loyal individual” ‘who on several occa- 
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sions expressed a willingness to forgo 
pay raises during financial crises so that 
his underlings wouldn’t have to suffer. 
Republican political consultant Charles 
Manning credits Costello with being “a 
real reporter’s editor,” explaining, 


“When you call him to complain, he al- 
ways backs his reporters to the hilt.”

Costello’s is a consensus-building, ego- 
free style of management, and sometimes 
it’s hard to look like a strong leader when 
you’re talking with a city-desk intern 
about page-one headlines. Then again, a 
less secure leader wouldn’t take that risk. 
And despite the Herald’s tabloid sensibili- 
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ty, Costello — again, like Purcell — has 
brought to the paper a sense that it sees itself 
as an important player in the community. 
Unlike Joe Robinowitz or even Ken Chan- 
dler, Costello isn’t going to risk offending 
large segments of the readership just to 
goose up newsstand sales for one day. 

For instance, after the Patriots lost the 
Super Bowl, Costello and some 
of the younger staffers (Gully 
and Convey were partying in 
New Orleans, but Costello 
chose to stay home with his 
family) were considering page- 
one headlines. The suggestions 
were fairly vicious. CRUMBALAYA, 
said one. PAR-SMELLS, said an- 
other. Costello nixed them both, 
opting instead for THE BIG 
HURT. A source who was there 
says he was disappointed at the 
time — but realized the next 
day that Costello was right to go 
easy. 

Costello, for his part, says it’s a 
struggle to balance his moderat- 
ing instincts with what he sees as 
an equally compelling need to 
unleash the creativity of his staff. 
Thaf, as he sees it, is what his vi- 
sion is all about. 

“It’s a relatively simple process,” he says. 
“We put stories and photos on a piece of 
paper. They should be written as well as 
they possibly can, be developed as well as 
they possibly can, and be the types of stories 
that pop off the page, that put people’s 
heads back when they open up the paper. 
That’s pretty plain and very simple. It’s very 
hard to do.” *

The 
exhibit opens on Saturday and 
will remain up through 
Monday evening, when Liquid 
Todd will be on hand to MC a 
rave-style party featuring local 
Djs Dale Charles, Bruno, Jay 
Inc, Richie Rich, Pete Moss, 
and, of course, Todd himsclf. 

“A rave is an underground 
event and it happens through 
street communications,” offers 
Liquid Todd.

Many of the flyers featured 
in “Location To Be 
Announced” were collected by 
Liquid Todd on his travels. “A 
lot of what we're showing is 
stuff that was picked up off 
shop counters all over the 
world.” He left it to the guys in 
Exquisite Corpse to curate 
what was originally just going 
to be a one-off showing at their 
gallery in Burlington. The 
positive response to the exhibit 
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convinced 
them it was worth 
taking-on the road. 

Since its premiered 
at Exquisite Corpse 

last year, “Location 
To Be Announced” 

has been shown at the 
Lizard Lounge in Dallas. Liquid 
Todd is working on taking it to 
New York in March and Scattle 
in April. After that he'll be 
looking to take it anywhere that 
has a thriving club culture, 
because “pcople who go out arc 
really going to conncct with this 
exhibit.”

Robyn Hitchcock at T.T.’s 


HIS PAST December, the eccentric 

British singer/songwriter Robyn 
Hitchcock sat in a New York City storefront 
window with his guitar and performed two 
nights’ worth of shows, which were filmed 
by Jonathan Demme, the eccentric American 
director who made the great Talking Heads 
concert film Stop Making Sense. A meeting 
of their uniquely wired minds made lots of 
sense. Demme is a visionary who brings 
small, intimate details of his character's lives 
into such sharp, exaggerated focus that they 
become surreal. For 20 years, Hitchcock has 
been bringing the intimate details of the lives 
of the characters in his songs into the same 
kind of focus. The difference is that in 
Hitchcock’s case the details themselves often 
seem surreal, and his matter-of-fact 
treatment simply intensifies their 
strangeness. 

We'll have to wait until this fall to see the 
film, Storefront Hitchcock, but connoisseurs 
of the distinctive and unusual need wait only 
until next weekend to see the gent himself. 
The congenial Hitchcock will play Friday and 


Saturday at T.T. the Bear’s, 10 Brookline 
Street in Cambridge’s Central Square, with 
the Dear Janes and Big Monster Fish Hook 
opening. It’s part of a tour for his most recent 
album, Moss Elixir (Warner Bros.); he'll 
spend five days at New York City’s bastion of 
surreal music, the Knitting Factory, before he 
returns to T.T.’s, where he’s played several 
grand solo gigs in recent years. 

Actually, the beginning of Hitchcock’s 
career coincided with that of the Sex Pistols, 
but he’s more a product of the English folk- 
rock scene in terms of his songwriting, and 
of early classic psychedelia in his sound and 
attitude. Don’t think Seeds or Velvet 
Underground; think big — the Beatles’ Sgt. 
Pepper, Pink Floyd’s Piper at the,Gates of 
Dawn. His late-’70s/early-’80s albums with 
his first group, the Soft Boys, reflect his 
paisley passions more acutely than his recent 
CDs, drenched as they were with fuzztone 
and tremolo’d guitars. 

I remember covering a Soft Boys song 
about love, death, sex, cheese, bloodhounds, 
and disease while playing in a mid-’80s

basement band. Not that you should give a 
shit. But at around the same time, Hitchcock 
was launching a solo career that explored 
more-diverse musical directions (his

barbershop-quartet number, “Uncorrected 
Personality Traits,” is a veritable devil’s 
dictionary of dysfunction). With a little luck 
and his first American record deal, he 
established a beachhead here with his 1984 
Fegmania (Slash), playing a brilliant show at 
the Paradise on his first US tour with his 
backing outfit the Egyptians. 

Since then, Hitchcock’s fortunes have 
seemed to rise and fall a bit unpredictably, 
but he’s now living in America and never 
seems too far from his next tour or 
recording project. Although he retired his 
Egyptians in 1994, turning primarily to solo 
performance, Moss Elixir features a studio 
band on some tracks. At T.T.’s, however, 
he’ll be alone with his guitar. And given his 
erudite, funny, and sometimes heart- 
touching lyrics, as well as his adept playing 
skills, that’s enough.

A FATHER stricken by the 
Holocaust excoriates his son in order 
to compel him to excellence. No, it’s 
not Shine but that other movie about 
the toll of familial love, memory, and 
the uncompromising quest for excel- 
lence —— The Subsiance of Fire. Armin 


Mueller-Stahl and Geoffrey Rush got. 


the Oscar nods for the former film. 
Reprising his staggeringly powerful 
stage performance in Substance, Ron 
Rifkin got nothing. Could it be that 
the character he plays —— tormented 
publisher and intolerable dad Isaac 
Geldhart — was ‘just too much of an 
asshole? 

“I love Isaac, I’m moved by Isaac, 
by his quest for excellence, by his pas- 
sion,” says Rifkin, who’s perhaps most 
familiar to viewers from his recurring 
roles on the TV series ER and Hill 
Street Blues. “I recognize so much of 
myself in Isaac, though at first I don’t 
know how in the world I could play 
that part, because it was so foreign to 
me, that accent, that world. But from 
the minute I read it out loud, I knew 
that this was something that released 
and touched something inside me that 
was there and I could not articulate 
except to say it was something I 
understood.” 

Having never seen the play, since he 
acted in every performance of it, 


Rifkin didn’t understand exactly what - 


his kinship was to Isaac until he saw a 
screening of the film with his brother. 

“We sat together, my brother and I, 
and at some point during the film 
either he reached out to me or I 
reached out to him, and we found our- 
selves, I don’t know if we were hold- 
ing hands or were touching each 
other, and after the film was over, he 
said, ‘It’s Dad.’ And not that that’s my 
father, but in some strange way seeing 
it on screen and seeing myself for an 
hour and 45 minutes it was my dad, I 
had created my dad, who had just 
died. It was pretty emotional.” — 


Rifkin would also have found some 


acknowledgment of his performance 
by the Academy 
Nonetheless, he insists that playing the 
role itself was rewarding enough. 

“I’m not a star and [ never really 
dreamed about being a star. The 
most I can wish for myself is that I 
get,to play a great part, so to set 
myself up to think about things like 
that would be foolish. [’m so thrilled 
that people like this movie; it's a new 


experience for me. I’ve never had a — 
lead in a movie before. The most I _ 


could hope for is,that those people 
who make those big movies will go, 
‘Oh, Rifkin, yeah, he was pretty good 
in that film.’ As for an Oscar, I'd be 
so happy, my mother would be so 
happy — but how can I set myself up 
for such disappointment? But it 
would have been nice.” 

What would be even nicer, Rifkin. 
believes, is for audiences to learn 
from the shattered family depicted in 
this film the dynamics of family com- 
bat and the power of familial love, to 
understand how the overwhelming 
shadow of the past can be mitigated 
by compassion, tolerance, and for 
giveness. 

“In a sense this-film is about war, 
war on a large scale, as in the 


Holocaust. But it’s also about war on> 


an intimate scale, the intimate battle 
that goes on in the family. The begin- 
ning of the movie i& the war itself; the 
second half of the movie is the after- 
math of the war. How do people deal 
with that? I mean, every family 
fights, every family has a degree of 
hatred and venom and rage that 
spews out. 

“How do you love each other again 
after that, how do you pick up the 
pieces and reconcile with the people 
you love? When you watch something 
like this, if you can separate your own 
emotions from it and see that this is 
not your family, but that thére are cer- 
tain aspects of your family in it, then 
you can learn from it. I hope that peo- 


ple will look at this and say, ‘That's 
not what [ want. I want. to be able to :

Old flames 


The Substance of Fire burns bright 
BY PETER KEOUGH The substance of fire is revealed 


early in the film of the same name, Jon Robin Baitz’s 
adaptation of his own play. A young boy peers through a 


chink in a boarded-up attic window. 
Flames soar gaily in the gray courtyard 
below, stoked by the Nazi soldiers and their 
sympathizers, who throw more books into 
the pyre. Seemingly staid and secure when 
bound, language can burn, it can be 
destroyed — and it can destroy. 

Directed by Daniel Sullivan, who was 
responsible for the award-winning Off 
Broadway productions of the play, the film 
has not quite shaken off its theatrical origins: 
it bogs down occasionally in staginess and 
facile sentiment. But when it remains true to 
the mordant grace of the writing and to the 
incandescent performances of the cast (Ron 
Rifkin in particular deserved some recogni- 
tion from the Motion Picture Academy), 
Substance rages with heat and light. 

Language certainly demonstrates its 
capacity for destruction when wielded by 
Isaac Geldhart (Rifkin). The child of the 
opening scene, he grows up into a thornily 
scrupulous publisher, a venomous martinet 
whose standards of aesthetic purity and 
caustic verbal brilliance he brandishes like a 
lash at those who love and work with him 
— not least his three variously benighted 
children. Martin (Timothy Hutton), the 
eldest, is a Rhodes scholar who teaches 
landscape design at Vassar (his first appear- 
ance in the film, gazing with his blissed-out 
students at a stretch of pastoral splendor 
while new-agey music chimes on the 
soundtrack, is one of the film’s sappier 
moments). Like his father, Martin is a sur- 
vivor — he’s in remission from Hodgkin’s 
disease. Perhaps because of that kinship, or 
because Martin refuses to get involved in

his father’s publishing company, Isaac dis- 
misses his son as “the gardener — Johnny 
Appleseed of the Hudson.” 

Isaac’s contempt for his other two 
children is more casual and condescend- 
ing. Sarah (Sarah Jessica Parker), “the 


bimbo,” performs insipid songs on a 
children’s TV show. Aaron (Tony 
Goldwyn), “the accountant”, is the only 


one of Isaac’s children who deigns to 
work for the formidable patriarch. It is, 
in part, an act of charity, as Isaac’s pub- 
lishing house of Kreeger/Geldhart has 
declined in fortunes precipitously since 
the death of his wife. 

Dedicated to such “serious” (or as a 
potential Japanese investor puts it, “mor- 
bid”) books as Water on Fire: An Oral 
History of the Children of Hiroshima and The 
Burning Sky: Art from the Spanish Civil War, 
the company needs a bestseller fast. Aaron,

who’s gay, is pushing his lover’s slick and 
sexy novel. Isaac deems the book “crapola”; 
he wants to stake everything on an elaborate 
limited edition of a four-volume account of 
The conflict 
assumes Lear-like proportions as Aaron’s 
siblings — both shareholders in the compa- 
ny — throw in with their brother. In a rage 
Isaac forms his own company and excom- 
municates his family, descending into 
Olympian failure and madness. 

Portrayed by a lesser artist, Isaac would 
be impossible to embrace; he’d seem a 
mere “hateful prick,” as Sarah puts it after 
an especially grotesque display of mean- 
spiritedness. Or as Aaron says, after a 
shockingly brutal altercation, Isaac would 
seem to deserve everything that’s happen- 
ing to him. But Rivkin does not allow you 
to forget he was that child at the beginning 
reaching out to grasp the rising ashes that 
are all that’s left of his family. More impor- 
tant, he draws you into an insidious realm 
of desperate pain and vanity that seems to 
permit any outrage. Even when his 
“episodes” begin and he’s arrested for too 
obsessively coveting a stranger’s footwear, 
Rifkin’s Isaac maintains an acid, elegant 
propriety. When interviewed by a social 
worker in a competency hearing, he pre- 
tends that she’s a representative from 
Sotheby’s evaluating his collection of 
memorabilia; his mixture of canniness and 
devastation as he relates the finer points of 
a postcard painted by Hitler is almost 
Promethean in its impact. 

So it’s a bit of a letdown when Baitz and 
Sullivan take the easy way out and wax 
melodramatic at the end, undermining the 
uncompromising vindication of language 
and family and all their attendant glories 
and abuses that had come before. No mat- 
ter: the ear and vision of the work remain 
intact; its substance and fire prevail. Fed 











Second sights 


Impresario David Kleiler rebounds 
BY GERALD PEARY Even those of us 


with a great affection for David Kleiler 
realized that it was time for him to go last 


July from the Coolidge 
Corner, the Brookline art- 
house that he had _ pro- 


grammed as its imaginative 
artistic director since saving it 
from extinction in 1989. 

In the ensuing years, he had 
run afoul of key film distribu- 
tors like Miramax, which cut 
off the Coolidge from exhibit- 
ing their pictures after not 
recciving revenues owed them 
under Kleiler’s less-than-orga- 
nized management. In his last 
Coolidge months, he was 
reduced to showing mostly 
second-rate art films, often 
box-office failures, because 
those were all that remained 
available to him. 

“The board of directors 
asked me to resign.” Kleiler 
explains over lunch. “I did. But 
part of the terms of the 
Coolidge settlement was that | 
could take ‘Local Sightings’ 
with me.” 

Lucky for area filmgoers. 

Introduced by Kleiler at the 
Coolidge and curated by 
Boston filmmaker Lisa 
Faircloth, the “Local 
Sightings” series developed 
into a highly regarded show- 
case for community filmmak- 
ers. Now, after a mere half- 
year hiatus, Kleiler’s signature 
program is back in business in 
a revitalized version, and it has 
spread to a half-dozen Boston- 
area screening sites. 

“What I’m doing is what | 
wanted to do at the Coolidge, 
but now I’m liberated from the 
Coolidge’s financial problems 
and from being responsible to 
their board.” As the director of 
“Local Sightings,” Kleiler is 
showing the kind of films he 
especially likes — regional inde- 
pendents and offbeat documen- 
taries, anthologies of shorts, 
low-budget “cult” features. 

Among Kleiler’s venues: the 
Institute of Contemporary Art, 
the Blacksmith House 
(Cambridge), the Bookcellar 
Café (Cambridge), the 
Woodward School for Girls 
(Boston), Emerson Umbrella 
(Concord), and the Revolving 
Museum (Boston). Among 
upcoming showings: the fine 
music documentary Blues 
Women Jazz Men, March 20 at 
Emerson Umbrella and March 
21 at the Bookcellar Café; and 
Roger Corman’s delicious ren- 
dition of. Poe, The Masque of 
the Red Death, March 21 at the 
Bookcellar Café and April 1 at 
the ICA. 

Kleiler’s first priority is to 
bring worthy new independent 
features into the public eye. He 
struck gold with his recent 
“Local Sightings” project, 
Brad Anderson’s The Darien 
Gap. For the end of February, 
he arranged an unusual three- 
day limited run at the Kendall 
Square Theatre. The Darien 
Gap did excellent business, 
buoyed by a_ perceptive, 


extremely favorable review by 
the Boston Globe's jay Carr. 
“Maybe it will encourage the 





Landmark Corporation, which 
operates the Kendall Square, to 
do more work with me,” Kleiler 
says. He hopes to premiere 
other New  England—made 
indies at the Kendall in the near 
future. Meanwhile, he’s moving 
The Darien Gap to the 
Bookcellar Café on March 14 
and to the Woodward School 
on March 16. 

Before his Coolidge days, 
Kleiler was a mainstay on the 
Boston scene with his 
kamikaze, on-the-road film 
operation, Rear Window Films 
(1981-'89), which, sporting 
16mm prints and Kleciler’s own 
projectors, showed movies 
practically anywhere. In some 
ways, “Local Sightings” is 
Rear Window déja vu — back 
to Kleiler’s peripatetic screen- 
ing roots. 

“The sensibility remains the 
same,” he acknowledges,” but 
Rear Window was exotic and 
masochistic. | was doing nine 
shows a week. | won't do that. 
Actually, | get a shudder think- 
ing of the Rear Window days. 
I’m really beyond setting up 
auditoriums, running projec- 
tors myself. It’s not a good use 
of my time.” 

So Kleiler is training interns, 
volunteers, to help, and he’s 
establishing a formal board of

directors that includes his pro- 
grammer, Lisa __ Faircloth, 
because “I can’t imagine run- 
ning ‘Local Sightings’ without 
her.” He’s also seeking corpo- 
rate sponsors and, most 
important, searching for a 
movie theater to be his center 
of operations — a place to 
show 35mm films. 

For now, he admits, “I wish 
I had a financial base the way | 
did at the Coolidge. I’m living 
more on the edge than anyone 
should. ‘Local Sightings’ is not 
yet at a point to pay my salary; 
and my unemployment bene- 
fits, and medical coverage as 
well, run out next month.” 

But Kleiler has had enough 
time away from the Coolidge 
to stop obsessing about losing 
his position there. “I often say 
it was one of the finest experi- 
ences of my life. It’s a great 
theater, but I’ve done it. It's 
time to move on to a perma- 
nent home _ for ‘Local 
Sightings.’ That’s my goal.”

From the title of his bestseller you can tell Danish novelist Peter Hoeg may 
have taken on too much — a Greenland- Danish virago heroine obsessed by 
frozen water, a mysterious polar expedition involving meteorites and worms, 
a murdered child, and a childlike possible murderer.

The Mineola Twins 
Square off at Trinity

phantasia on national themes, a oes E 
surreal farce about good and evil 
twins that spans the Eisenhower 
and Bush administrations while 
standing in for our growing 
national schizophrenia in which 
left and right demonize each other 
while tripping over themselves. 

The play, which is having its 
New England premiere in a zany 
production at Trinity Rep, tips 
rather precipitously from lurid 
burlesque to serious concerns, but it’s good, unclean, provocative fun none 
the less. And a hell of a workout for Trinity Rep regular Anne Scurria, who 
plays divergent Long Island siblings Myra and Myrna, as identical as the 
two faces of Patty Duke “except in the chestal area.” Myrna is the one with 
the twin peaks. She is also the more shrewish, if the less diabolical. 

The rest of the cast does somewhat less stressful double duty. Phyllis Kay 
plays both the young Myrna’s junior-executive boyfriend Jim, whose cher- 
ry the sluttish Myra takes while Myrna is guarding hers, and the mature 
Myra’s lesbian girlfriend. And Dan Welch — in a Family-Ties-times-two 
move — doubles as the arch-conservative Myrna’s would-be hippie son and 
the left-leaning Myra’s right-wing turkey-baster teen. Vogel calls the play “a 
comedy in seven scenes, four dreams, and five wigs,” noting that she favors 
bad wigs over good. The ones on display here must have her in heaven. 

But for all the play’s campy re-creation of the hormonally repressed ’50s 
and the pot-and-radical-steeped late 60s, The Mineola Twins has more on 
its mind than winks and wiggles. From its outset, the title characters share 
an apocalyptic fantasy that melds ¢civil-defense drill with horror-movie may- 
hem. After high school, Myrna’s life apparently goes awry with the 
American Dream she’s dreaming; she becomes a disenchanted housewife 
whose brains (and recipes!) have been addled by electroshock therapy and 
then a radio guru for the Christian right. Myra, on the other hand, moves 
from a swaggering, promiscuous teenhood to the SDS, politically motivat- 
ed crime, and prison, only to emerge converted to lesbianism and Planned 
Parenthood. When Myrna attempts to bomb Myra’s clinic, their earlier 
shared terror of nuclear holocaust in the high-school hallway comes full cir- 
cle. Eventually the two make a connection, as Vogel doubtless believes a 
divided America must, if only in their dreams. 

The early scenes of the play are so two-dimensionally satiric, though, that 
it takes a while to catch on that Vogel (best known for her wild-haired yet 
lyrical AIDS allegory, The Baltimore Waltz) has more up her sleeve than just 
an ambulatory cartoon brimming with gender-bent lust and paranoia. And 
Molly D. Smith’s production emphasizes the play’s mock-schlock loopi- 
ness, with caricatured performances, a parodic sound track, amplified 
sound effects, and a flat, brightly colored set that routinely rends itself asun- 
der in a lightning-bolt zigzag. Moreover, the farcical nature of the first act’s 
heaving heterosex is exaggerated by the casting of a woman in the role of 
Jim, the nerdy (but horny) boyfriend whom Myra seduces right out from 
under her virtuous (but horny) sister’s pink crinolines. 

Still, there is some great, wigged-out writing, particularly in the Biblical 
parables filtered through the twins’ disparate, hostile consciousnesses and 
in a bravura right-wing rant that Myrna practically purrs to her radio audi- 
ence. And in a final, benedictive scene, the playwright’s point is made. 
“Sometimes I miss the 50s,” sighs Myra, harking back to that more inno- 

cent era, when the bogey men were Boris Karloff and the Russians rather 
than our fellow Americans — our figurative siblings — bearing hatred and 
explosives. a

Found in space 


MST 3000 splashes down 


BY GARY SUSMAN The denizens of the 


Satellite of Love on Mystery Science 
Theater 3000 have overcome many deadly 


challenges: the diabolical 
schemes of Dr. Clayton 
Forrester, the abrupt depar- 


ture of creator/star Joel 
Hodgson, even a screening of 
Manos, the Hands of Fate. But 
their most trying ordeal yet 
may be the show’s temporal 
signal-frequency displacement 
— or, for those of you who 
don’t speak dweebonics, a 
switch to a new time slot on a 
different cable channel. 

A year ago, as the seven- 
year-old series was arguably at 


_ the peak of its popularity, with 


a guidebook, a forthcoming 
theatrical feature, and nightly 
reruns slaking the ravenous 
appetites of MSTies through- 
out the universe, Comedy 
Central unceremoniously can- 
celed the show, claiming that 
MSTS3K had hit the doldrums, 
both in ratings and in creativi- 
ty. Fortunately, the Sci-Fi 
Channel scooped up the pro- 
gram and bought 13 new 
episodes. Already the show had 
replaced Hodgson with the 
similarly talented writer/per- 
former Mike Nelson and sur- 
vived the departure of Dr. 
Forrester’s buffoonish side- 
kick, Frank. But now, Trace 
Beaulieu, who played Dr. 


MSTie-EYED: the peanut-gallery commentary is as sharp (and the 
pop-cultural references as dazzlingly wide-ranging and esoterically 
hip) as ever. 





Forrester and voiced Crow T. 
Robot, was leaving. Add the 
Faustian (if logical) bargain 
imposed by the Sci-Fi Channel 
— henceforth, only sci-fi 
movies on the Satellite of Love 
(no more Italian Hercules 
movies or teen-rebel sagas 
starring Mel Tormé) — and 
you can understand the 
MSTies’ apprehension. 

The new season began on 
February 1 (MST3K now airs 
Saturdays at 4 and 11 p.m.), 
and the changes, however rad- 
ical in appearance, seem large- 
ly cosmetic and perhaps even 
liberating. The _ brilliant 
premise is the same: forced to 
watch bad movies, Mike 
retains his sanity with the help 
of robots Tom Servo (voiced by 
writer/director Kevin Murphy) 
and Crow (now voiced by 
writer Bill Corbett), who 
accompany Mike in the trio’s 
running commentary of rapid- 
fire wisecracks aimed at the 
screen, doing what you and 
your friends would do if you 
had a team of comedy writers 
at your disposal and your 
reflexes weren’t slowed by 
beer. 

What’s new is the premise 
behind the segments that 














frame the airing of the films. 
Gone is Dr. Forrester and the 
ritual exchange of inventions 
between the earthbound evil 
genius and his orbiting guinea 
pigs. Instead, there’s a harder- 
to-fathom story that has Mike 
and the robots blasted 500 
years into the future. Earth has 
been taken over by intelligent 
simians, a la Planet of the Apes, 
yet ruled by a human lawgiver 
who happens to be Dr. 
Forrester’s mom, Pearl (played 
by writer Mary Jo Pehl as a 
cross between The Drew Carey 
Show’s Mimi and _ trucker 
Large Marge from Pee-wee’s 
Big Adventure). Now it’s Ma 
Forrester who, in some vague 
vendetta against Mike, trans- 
mits cinematic travesties to the 
Satellite of Love. 

In the first few episodes, the 
ape story looked sophomoric 
and cheesy, even by MST3K’s 
gleefully low-budget produc- 
tion standards. It seemed 
another imposition of the Sci- 
Fi Channel, which frequently 
reruns the five Planet of the 
Apes movies. However, in last 
weekend’s episode (featuring 
The Deadly Mantis), there was 
a devastating homage to the 
nuclear-bomb cult of Beneath 
the Planet of the Apes in which 
Mike inadvertently helped 
destroy the Earth — though 
Pearl and one or two apes 
escaped and will be able to 
pursue the Satellite across the 
galaxy in future episodes 
via Pearl’s rocket-pow- 
ered Volkswagen 
Microbus. You have to 
admire a series that, like 
The Hitchhiker’s Guide 
to the Galaxy, destroys 
the Earth just for a 
cheap laugh; moreover, 
the Satellite’s traveling 
from planet to planet 
opens unlimited comic 
possibilities not available 
during the series’s earth- 
bound years. 

Meanwhile, the peanut- 
gallery commentary is as 
sharp (and the pop-cul- 
tural references as daz- 
zlingly wide-ranging and 
esoterically hip) as ever. 
The sum is not just a wad 
of spitballs hurled at the 
easy target of the movies’ 
absurdly low quality but a 
more comprehensive cri- 
tique of the Eisenhower- 
era conformity and Cold 
War paranoia that under- 
lines these movies (and 
whose traces ___ linger 
today; watching The 
Deadly Mantis’s stock 
footage of our vast mili- 
tary build-up, Crow 
notes, “After all of this 
work, how could we real- 
ly disarm?”). 

The Sci-Fi Channel has 
been more than _ hos- 
pitable: it even moved its 
corporate logo to the 
opposite corner of the 
screen so as not to 
obscure Crow’s silhou- 
ette as he talks back to 
the movie screen. The 
Satellite of Love may be 
drifting through space, 
but it has found a good 
home. . o

No ears, no tail for this Carmen; but Flights & Fancy has wings 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ Boston Ballet is in a 


transitional stage these days, with artistic 


director Bruce Marks about to move on after 
12 years and associate director Anna- Marie 


Holmes preparing to take command. This 
season’s productions were, of course, mapped 


out long ago, but there’s some- 
thing appropriate about the pre- 
sent program, which gives us a 
little bit of everything: a classical, 
almost academic, exefcise in 
Paquita; a contemporary one-act 
rendering of a romantic opera in 
Carmen; and a modern interpre- 
tation of Mozart. It’s as if the 
company couldn’t quite decide 
where it’s going next. 

Unfortunately there aren’t a lot 
of answers currently on stage at 
the Wang Center. Paquita pre- 
miered back in 1846; Petipa 
adapted it for the Kirov Ballet in 
1881, and in 1965 Nureyev creat- 
ed a divertissement for the Royal 
Ballet School. The original is the 
story of a Gypsy girl with a hidden 
past (here’s the thematic link with 
Carmen), but there’s no mention 
of that in the program, and no hint 
of Gypsies on stage: this Paquita is 
as white as ballet gets. 

Certainly the children who per- 
form the opening polonaise and 
mazurka are a treat in their bur- 
gundy and white with gold trim, 
though the richness of their cos- 
tumes doesn’t exactly suit the 
simplicity of what follows: eight 
ladies in pink, six soloists in red, a 
prima ballerina and a danseur 
noble, all under seven glittering 
chandeliers. Boston Ballet calls 
this “a spectacular display of vir- 
tuoso choreography,” but in truth 
virtuosity for its own sake has 
never been this company’s great- 
est strength. I saw problems in 
spacing and ensemble, and some 
of the soloists’ individual varia- 
tions seemed to sag, as if they 
weren't up to speed. 

No such problems for the 
opening-night ballerina: Larissa 
Ponomarenko spins like a top 
that’s never heard of precession, 
shoots like an arrow from Robin 
Hood's bow, and tosses off fou- 
ettés faster than a speeding bul- 
let. She can phrase, too; there’s 
nothing clinical or ostentatious 
about her. Patrick Armand was 
injured, so her husband, Viktor 
Plotnikov, filled in. He’s not as 
electrifying as Armand: there’s 
not the same stretch or speed; but 
the technique is solid, and when 
he dances with his wife, there’s 
always the electricity of real 
romance. I didn’t catch Jennifer 
Gelfand: and Robert Wallace 
(who will surely be good in these 
roles), but Pollyana Ribeiro is 
pretty quick. herself, and 
Plotnikov (this time filling in for 
the ailing Paul Thrussell) again 
provided reliable support. 

Of course, Paquita was never 
meant to be more than the first 
course in what Bruce Marks 
describes (in his program note) as 
an appetizer/entree/dessert pre- 
sentation. But when he terms 
Carmen a “steak dinner,” one has 
to ask where’s the beef. Bizet’s 
passionate opera calls out for an 
evening-length work on the order 
of the company’s two magnificent

Cranko ballets, Onegin and The 
Taming of the Shrew, not a 35- 
minute speed-reading. This ver- 
sion reduces the drama of the 
Gypsy girl, the corporal, and the 
bullfighter to an episode of The 
Young and the Restless. Micaela, 
the Spanish girl who loves Don 
José, is given a vivid presence, but 
the other minor characters — 
Carmen's tobacco-factory 


-cronies, Mercedes and Frasquita, 


and Don José’s fellow officers, 
Morales and Zuniga — fade into 
insignificance. 

So does the choreography: 
never have I seen so much stand- 
ing around from this company. 
Don’t blame the dancers — how 
can you be motivated to perform 
when your steps have no color, 
no explosiveness, no personali- 
ty? The subdued lighting 
appears designed to keep us 
from noticing that not much is 
happening on stage. Even the 
score, a pastiche of arrange- 
ments from Carmen and an ear- 
lier Bizet opera, Djamileh, seems 
tepid. Neither is the huge pres- 
ence of Philip Morris on the 
Wang marquee (in letters as big 
as Boston Ballet’s name) reas- 
suring — this is, after all, a story 
about girls who make cigarettes. 
I was perplexed by the backdrop, 
what looked like Odilon Redon 
roiling clouds, until a friend sug- 
gested they might be clouds of 
cigarette smoke. 

Opening night was salvaged by 
Adriana Suarez, who replaced 
stereotype with specifics. She’s 
the company’s resident Hispanic 
spitfire, and the typecasting 
made me fear we'd be getting 
spitfire clichés; but as Carmen 
she’s all Suarez, making the role 
personal in a way that nothing 
else in this dance is. Tatiana 
Jouravel gets her first big role in 
the part, and she’s all bad-girl 
flirt, as if she were warming up 
for Odile; it’s a fine, creditable 
performance, though I don’t see 
why she’s been preferred to a 
Natasha Akhmarova or Kyra 
Strasberg (whose well-deserved 
promotion to principal has just 
been announced) or Poliyana 
Ribeiro or Emily Gresh.

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Both Gresh and Ponomarenko 
are haunted and haunting as 
Micaela — it says volumes about 
this work that the character with 
the best choreography (apart 
from Carmen) inexplicably disap- 
pears halfway through. Laszlo 
Berdo manages to convey some of 
Don José’s withdrawn quality, but 
the role sets up better for Devon 
Carney, who looks racked by 
doubts and jealousies (give him 
extra credit for the attentiveness 
that he accorded Jouravel on her 
debut). Gino DiMarco is suitably 
slick and self-absorbed as the 
bullfighter Escamillo; Olivier 
Wecxsteen brings to the part a lit- 
tle more humanity — it would be 
a treat to see him opposite 
Strasberg as Carmen. 

But this production needs a new 
concept, and a new choreograph- 
er. Carmen has to enter on almost 
nothing; the entrance of the tore- 
adors (to the strains of that mag- 
nificently weighty, kitschy over- 
ture) is so flimsy it looks as if it had 
been thrown together at the last 
second; and at the end Don José 
stabs Carmen when the music is 
dawdling. Please, everybody, back 
to the drawing board. 

As for the finale, resident 
choreographer Daniel Pelzig’s 
Flights & Fancy, a world premiere 
set to Mozart’s Symphony No. 29 
— well, it goes down easy. Santo 
Loquasto’s colorful breeches and 
underskirted tunics are eye- 
catching, Jonathan McPhee’s 
orchestra plays with wit and 
panache, and the choreography 
exudes 18th-century enlighten- 
ment. If only it didn’t look so 
facile and familiar. What | see in 
Flights & Fancy is Balanchine, 
Paul Taylor, Mark Morris, Twyla 
Tharp — it’s hard to find the 
Pelzig. Understand, suggesting 
Balanchine at any level is no mean 
feat — just consider the depress- 
ing quality of wanna-bes at New 
York City Ballet. But there’s more 
to Mozart than Pelzig finds: | 
wish he had chosen a greater 
symphony and pushed himself a 
little harder. 

Then again, this isn’t supposed 
to be the entree; it’s the dessert, 
and as such it justifies Bruce 
Marks’s “créme brilée” appella- 
tion. Pelzig draws on the compa- 
ny’s depth to create two almost 
completely different casts of seven 
solo performers — three couples 
and a leftover guy to unbalance 
things. The couples stay pretty 
much together, but there’s no 
development in any of the relation- 
ships, though the man in blue and 
the lady in red (Paul Thrussell and 
Natasha Akhmarova, or Carlos 
Ivan Santos and Pollyana Ribeiro) 
do have an affecting sequence dur- 
ing the slow movement. After see- 
ing Flights & Fancy three times 
(including a dress rehearsal), | 
decided there’s more to it than I 
thought at first; at the very least it 
holds up over multiple viewings. 

Carmen aside, this is not a bad 
program — and whatever its 
shortcomings, Boston Ballet is 
always one of the best values in 
town. If the company could per- 
form as often as New York City 
Ballet or American Ballet Theatre, 
this would just be a slightly off 
night. But when we’re limited to 
five productions (plus 
Nutcracker) a year, it’s only nat- 
ural to want a little more. se

DeCarava’s a must-see at the Addison

until you eat one off a tree in the south of Italy. You think you-know 
what captivating means until you put your nose to a jasmine flower.

And you think you know what 
black and white photography looks 
like until you behold the retrospec- 
tive of Roy DeCarava’s work at the 
Addison Gallery, on the grounds 
of Phillips Academy in Andover. 

DeCarava restores blackness to 
black and white. From a distance 
it's possible to wonder where the 
images lurk in his frames, so 
enveloped are they in darkness. 
It's a deliberate, subtle, con- 
frontational act on DeCarava’s 
part to photograph the darkly 
hued — people, hallways, subway 
stairs, brownstones — with mini- 
mal light. And it’s no gimmick. 
Instead, it becomes a comment, 
disturbing for its unassuming 
profundity, on our fickle relation- 
ship to seeing, on the way we nor- 
mally breeze through snapshots 
the way we move down a city 
street. By minimizing the contrast 
within his frames, the artist insists 
that we pay attention. 

What we get for that attention 
is, for lack of a better word, daz- 
zling. Man in Window, for exam- 
ple, captures a thin, shirtless, 


middle-aged man seated in front 
of an open window; the wall 
behind him, blank as unused film, 
is virtually the color of his skin, 
and where his skin falls into shad- 
ow he becomes indistinguishable 
from the surrounding curtains 
and sill. The only light appears to 
be radiating from an unseen tele- 
vision that has him transfixed; the 
man absorbed by the screen is 
nearly absorbed within the screen 
of the photographer’s image. He 
has almost disappeared, figura- 
tively, literally. But not emotional- 
ly, not spiritually. He’s not sitting 
back but sitting forward; he’s 
involved with whatever he’s 
watching, and it is the conscious- 
ness of his involvement that draws 
you in. For all that he has nearly 
been erased, the intensity of his

Paying tribute to a neglected genre

Fuller Building Gallery work hard 
to win for their medium the 
appreciation it deserves. Part of a 
Boston-area symposium of lec- 
tures, workshops, and events cel- 
ebrating the 50th anniversary of 
the Boston Printmakers group, 
these shows recognize the vitality 
of the form. 

“Double Identities” is by far the 
smaller of the two, but quality 
counts here rather than quantity. 
First-time curator Michael David 
has assembled a graceful and ele- 
gant collection of the work of 15 
prominent New England print- 
makers, all of whom moonlighted 
(or continue to moonlight) in sec- 
ond careers as teachers. Among 
them: Deborah Cornell, a Boston 
University professor, curator of 
the Shifting Grounds show, and 
one of the driving forces behind 
the symposium; Leonard Baskin, 
who taught at Smith College; 
Nona Hershey of Mass College of 
Art; and Habor Peterdi of Yale. 
The legacy of their influence is 
evident in the show itself; some of 
the younger artists, like Michael 
Mazur, James Stroud, and Nancy 
Friese, share the bill here with 
their former teachers. 

The touch of the master 
abounds in “Double Identities”

on just about every level: 
imagery, expression, subject mat- 
ter, and, above all, technique. 
Peterdi’s color relief etching 
Icarus from 1989 uses straight- 
forward bands of color to convey 
the narrative of the boy who flew 
too close to the sun with his wax 
wings. Baskin’s 1984 series of 
five prints based on Arthur. 
Miller’s Death of a Salesman 
evokes the character’s gradual 
psycho-spiritual decline, begin- 
ning with the round, shallow face 
of the first print and ending with 
the last as a gaunt, tortured 
ghost. Susan Schmidt’s mixed- 
media Fact Sheet, from 1994, 
stuns with subtle power. Its 20 


focus holds you absorbed. 

Man in Window is emblematic 
of this remarkable show that cov- 
ers nearly a half-century of work 
by one of the most important 
American photographers. Like 
the bare bulbs in the subway sta- 
tion at Hoyt and Schermerhorn, 
the people in DeCarava’s work 
look luminous and forlorn, elec- 
tric presences in caverns with low 


ceilings. Even his close-ups of 


Billie Holiday and Paul Robeson, 
Miles Davis and John Coltrane, 
suggest arguments with defeat. 
The rhinestones do not shine on 
Holiday’s blouse — one shoulder 
slouches and her half-hearted 
smile looks camera-forced. 
Robeson sits at an angle in an ele- 
gant suit with a look on his face as 
if he were talking to a dying child. 


separate pieces — different 
shades of grays and browns, tum- 
bling children’s forms, and con- 
torted figures — combine to 
establish a sense of fragility that’s 
further emphasized by the blurry 
words regarding child abuse 
peeking from beneath a layer of 
wax. The precision of Sidney 
Hurwitz’s four etchings/water- 
colors speak of meticulous atten- 
tion. And the juxtaposition of 
Deborah Cornell's Blood and 
Water aquatints, with their 
microscopic and cell imagery, 
and Constance Jacobson’s Dark 
Water series, with its feathery, 
bird’s-nest-like lines, opens a 
dialogue on science and nature.

Revealing and humane as 
DeCarava’s celebrity photos are, 
even more compelling are the 
images of children and women 
and men whom he captured on 
the streets and stoops and back- 
yards and vacant lots of New York 
City. In one of his signature 
works, Graduation, from 1949, a 
young woman in a white gown 
lifts her skirt in sunlight against 
the backdrop of a littered empty 
city lot; she steps carefully in the 
direction of building-cast shad- 
ows where a trash collector's 
wooden wagon stands beside a 
pile of swept garbage. 

In Half Man, a cartoonish 
painting on a scrim depicts a fig- 
ure divided down the middle

between a man and a 
woman; it’s done in the 
style of a turn-of-the- 
century advertisement 
for a circus, cxccpt that 
behind the scrim you 
sce the barren alley- 
side rise of Harlem 
apartment buildings, 
laundry on clotheslines 
and barred windows. 
Only on closer inspec- 
tion do you notice the 
photo's other half-man, 
a small child barely old 
enough to walk who 
appears minuscule in 
the lower left corner of 
the frame. In these as in 
other works, a solitary 
figure negotiates cele- 
bration or play against 
a scene of subducd yet 
wrenching desperation. 
The irony of such jux- 
tapositions — whcre 
happiness occurs in the 
context of a larger, 
engulfing sorrow — 
delivers a power to 
DeCarava’s photographs that is 
‘immediate and lasting. 

But it is not simply irony tha 
makes this show breathtaking. 
The artist’s sense of composition 
is so strong, his sense of arrange- 
ment and pattern and texture so 
exact, that when he turns his 
focus to the eye of an elephant or 
a crushed can or a work glove or 
a car hood, the effects are mes- 
merizing. For all that DeCarava’s 
subjects are typically prolctariat, 
he is, ultimately, a classical stylist. 
The formal integrity of his images 
combines with the gencrosity of 
his vision to make this major ret-

The monochromatic color 
scheme of “Double Identities” — 
mostly grays, blacks, and browns, 
but with some splashes of color in 
noteworthy places — affords a 
welcome element of consistency 
amid the varied genres and sub- 
jects of the individual pieces. 
Although many of the images 
evoke passion with their depth 
and complexity, like Michael 
Mazur’s Inferno series, this show 
is about technique — controlled 
and, though always masterful, 
often restrained. 

The “Four Boston Workshops” 
section of BU’s’ “Shifting 
Grounds” show continues whcre 
“Double Identities” leaves off. 
Many of the artists in the first 
show (Stroud, Cornell, Schmidt) 
are also found here. “Shifting 
Grounds” is really three exhibi- 
tions in one: a showcase of stu- 
dent work from six area art 
schools (BU School of Fine Arts, 
Wellesley College, Mass College 
of Art, the Museum School, the 
Art Institute of Boston, and 
Montserrat College of Art); a 
forum for the’ Boston/Japan print 
exchange project (a combined 
exhibition of Japanese and 
American student work shown in 
Tokyo last year); and an exhibit of 
work from four local professional 
printmaking workshops (Center 
Street Studio, Experimental 
Etchings Studio, Mixit Print 





Studio, Tudor Street Studio), 
each of which takes a different 
approach to the craft of printmak- 
ing. There are some noteworthy 
student pieces here, and the 
Japanese prints are highly accom- 
plished, but the works by artists 
from the four workshops really 
shine. 

From the Mixit Studio, Mary 
Spencer's oil monotype Tivo 
Queens, from 1994, twists the 
classic female power struggle into 
a clash: between two queen bees 
with a robust palette of reds, 
oranges, and yellows. From the 
Experimental Etchings Studio, 
Robert Delancy’s serics of litho- 
graphs conveys the poignancy 
and lyricism of the seashore dur- 
ing the too-bricf summer. From 
the Tudor Street Studio, the gra- 
dations in opacity of pigment and 
the skillful use of form — gnarled 
hands, wizened faces, grim 
expressions — in Joanna L. Kao’s 
three woodblock prints Women’s 
Work: Siweatshop powerfully 
express the misery of the sweat- 
shop workcr. 

Designed to make the form 
more visible and to increase col- 
laboration between local profes- 
sional printmakers and students, 
“Double Identities” and “Shifting 
Grounds” prove that, though 
sometimes neglected, printmak- 
ing in and around Boston is still 
alive and well. &

The art and artifice of David Leavitt’s elegantly subversive talent 


BY PETER KADZIS After reading accounts in 
the New York Times and the Washington Post 
that Esquire magazine had abruptly and without 
warning canceled publication of a novella by 
David Leavitt titled The Term Paper Artist for 
which it had paid $13,000, I was intrigued. 


It had been months since a liter- 
ary incident had acquired the criti- 
cal mass needed to break into 
national headlines. And though the 
energy expended might appear pal- 
try by the supercharged measures 
of the film and music businesses, 
the contours of the Esquire-Leavitt 
controversy assumed classic (and 
to the voyeur) almost pleasing pro- 
portions. 

A top Esquire executive in 
charge of advertising reads the 
story on its way to press and is 
disturbed by language that she 
believed to be graphic and themes 
that she feared would offend large 

_ advertisers like Chrysler. 

Editor Edward Kosner kills the 
piece, citing his responsibility to 
exercise “judgment” in matters of 
“taste.” Fiction editor Will Blythe 
resigns. 

Author Leavitt is surprised and 
hurt. His agent, Andrew Wylie, is 
outraged. A number of publications 
try to buy reprint rights. Leavitt’s 
publisher, the. venerable Boston 
firm Houghton Mifflin, declines all 
offers and sensibly accelerates the 
release date of his book, Arkansas 
— in which The Term Paper Artist 
appears — in order to capitalize on 
the commotion. 

So it was with a sense of antic- 
ipation that I approached 
Leavitt’s story, wondering 
whether he had subtly or even 
decisively expanded the bound- 
aries of the literary and the erotic. 

Those frontiers have remained 
remarkably elastic in the face of 
pressures from the politically cor- 
rect left and the Jesus-first right. A 
number of stylists of differing 
temperaments and talents have 
left their mark since the end of the 
Second World War, including Paul 
Bowles, who rendered with 
Roman restraint the story of a 
teenage boy who seduced his 
own father (“Pages from Cold 
Point,” 1947); Vladimir 
Nabokov, whose expansive 
masterpiece charts the eerie, 
claustrophobic obsession of 
Humbert Humbert with a 
prepubescent girl (Lolita, 
1955); John Updike’s poetic 
exploration of athletic infi- 
delity and spiritual void 
(Couples, 1968); and 
Nicholson Baker’s somewhat 
absurd but equally intense 
and tender novel of love on 
the telephone, which rather 
chastely presaged the phe- 
nomenon of cybersex (Vox, 1993). 

Measured by these standards, 
Leavitt’s story doesn’t expand 
boundaries so much as it quietly 
subverts them, and perhaps that’s 
why the rowers that rule at 
Esquire were __ flummoxed. 
Whether they know it or not is 
problematic. And that’s a shame. 

The Term Paper Artist is the 
story of a young gay writer named 
— with mischievous invention — 

David Leavitt. The imaginary 
David Leavitt is riding out a liter- 








ary controversy at his father’s 
house in Southern California when 
he becomes strongly attracted to a 
young straight undergraduate who 
manipulates David’s attraction in 
order to get the fictional Leavitt to 
write a term paper for him. In 
return the imaginary Leavitt gets 
to satisfy his urge to perform oral 
sex on the college boy. Other stu- 
dents follow. ’ 

Of the novella’s 70 pages, only 
about five contain language that is 
sexually explicit. But even that is 
well within the acceptable bound- 
aries of contemporary fiction, As 
Newsweek pointed out, “Leavitt 
does call a penis a penis in this 
story, but there’s nothing gratu- 
itous or exploitative about his sex 
writing.” 

Leavitt, who lives in Rome, dis- 
cussed his situation just before he 
was to return to the states for his 
book tour. (For a review of 
Arkansas, see One in Ten.) 


Q: What do you make of this 
incident? 

A: I’m in a odd position 
because I’m not in the States. If I 
were in New York, I would be 
constantly hearing gossip and 
rumors. No one from Esquire has 
talked to me since this happened. 
I got an apologetic fax from the 
editor I worked with, a very sweet 
fax. And then I wrote to her and 
didn’t hear back. 

Q: You seem to be taking this 
with good grace. 

A: Don’t get me wrong, it is 
disturbing, even frightening. The 
most perverse aspect of this expe- 


rience isn’t that the story made- 


people nervous. It’s that they 
bought the story and allowed the 
whole editorial process to go liter- 
ally to the 11th hour. Then they 


ee. 


dropped the story. If I had 
received a rejection letter months 
ago, I’d understand that. 

Q: The New York Observer 
reported that the word “blowjob” 
upset Esquire’s ad executives. 

A: So I understand. The funny 
thing is the Observer went back 
over a year’s worth of Esquire and 
discovered seven uses of the word 
blowjob. The funny thing is I 
would have assumed that the 
problem was that my story was

instances of the use of the word 
blowjob was in an article about 
bisexual men who date women, 
are married, but also go to gay sex 
clubs. I think what was so threat- 
ening to the publisher, or what 
was upsetting about my story, 
was something in the fabric of the 
story itself. Maybe the fact that 
the story is about seductions on 
the part of young heterosexual 
men who are perfectly willing to 
have sex in exchange for having 
their college papers written. 

Q: Your story has a 
Mediterranean feel to it. A sense of 
relaxed sensuality. Were you trying 
to transport the Latin environment 
in which you now live to Southern 
California? 

A: That’s an interesting reading 
of it. I hadn’t thought of that, but 
in a sense the fact that I had- 
n’t thought of that doesn’t 
mean anything — so much is 
in the subconscious when 
you’re working. 

Q: The prose you employ is 
crystal clear, classic plain 
style. Yet the concept of hav- 
ing a fictional character 
named after yourself injects 
an element of playfulness into 
the story. What were you try- 
ing to accomplish? 

A: It’s probably going to 
take me years before I know 
entirely what I was trying to 
do. I can tell you what the 
process of writing it was like, 
which I think is a more truthful 
answer. When I started writing 
the story, I did not have a hero 
called David Leavitt. The hero 
was a sort of stand-in for myself. 
As I continued working on it, it 
began to seem more and more 
natural that the character should 
be me. I had been feeling frustrat- 
ed for a long time with the con- 
ventions that writers often use to 
disguise themselves in so-called 
autobiographical fiction. I won- 
dered, what’s the point?

Q: You’re anticipating my next 
question. 

A: Well, it’s a complicated 
question. It just began to seem 
more and more obvious to me 
that this character really was me 
— and that in the same way I may 
create a literary character who’s 
different from me and put that lit- 
erary character in a certain situa- 
tion, I was inventing a situation. 
Yet the character I was dealing 
with was obviously myself — and 
so I simply decided I would be 
honest about that. There’s a line 
toward the end of the novella that 
is the key to this idea: when the 
narrator says a lot of people dis- 
guise their lives as fiction, what 
people almost never do is disguise 
fiction as their lives. And so the 
idea was to create a kind of alter- 
native to what really happened 
and carry: that, alternative to its 
natural narrative conclusion and 
see where I ended up once this 
kind of mad idea of writing term 
papers in exchange for sex had 
started to captivate me. 

Q: When you wrote this story, 
did you have a conscious intention 
to extend the boundaries of what’s 
erotically acceptable in serious lit- 
erature. 

A: Not particularly. I certainly 
wanted the story to be as sexually 
frank as it needed to be in order 
to work as narrative, but if I put 
this in the context of other pieces 
of literature that are sexually 
explicit or erotically explicit, it 
doesn’t seem to me to be particu- 
larly scandalous except in the 
sense that the narrator is me — 
and therefore on a certain level, I 
am confessing certain details of 
my own sexuality. The fact that 
the narrator is me makes the erot- 
ic element more intense in peo- 
ple’s minds than it would be if the 
person were, say, a third person. 
Then you can’t simply say, oh, 
he’s making all this stuff up. 
There is an element of confession, 








which perhaps makes people 
uncomfortable. It eliminates that 
safety barrier that fiction offers. 

Q: Who are your literary models? 

A: Among contemporary writers 
Grace Paley and Alice Munro. Also 
Ford Madox Ford. But more than 
anyone E.M. Forster. The curious 
thing — if I may try to anticipate 
where you're going — is that none 
of the writers I’ve really felt drawn 
to have tended to write work that’s 
very sexually explicit. 

Q: That’s exactly where I was 
heading. 

A: However, Forster I think 
would have liked to and didn’t 
because at the point after Passage 
to India when he probably would 
have wanted to write another 
homosexually themed novel, he 
simply elected to stop writing 
rather than fake it because he 
knew that if he were to publish 
that kind of novel, he could possi- 
bly be prosecuted. Although 
Maurice [published after Forster’s 
death] strikes me as a very, a 
quite explicit novel for its time. 

Q: It’s explicit for its time, but it 
doesn’t seem as aesthetically 
pleasing as his other books. 

A: Well, everyone says that. 
And I think it’s probably true. I 
love Maurice, but I don’t love it as 
much as Howards End or Passage 
to India. It’s a curious thing. I 
think it was Flannery O’Connor 
who said that she didn’t object to 
writing about sex as long as it had 
a purpose. That is to say, what 
she objected to was sex being 
stuck into a narrative simply for 
the sake of having sex — and 
that’s something I’ve always kept 
in.mind. I’ve never written about 
sex unless it seemed to me neces- 
sary as a way of articulating 
something about a character, 
about a situation or about a rela- 
tionship. 

Q: Perhaps that’s what ulti- 
mately spooked Esquire. The fact 
that you are working in such a tra- 
ditional literary tradition but have 
such a casual and completely gay 
sensibility employed in the service 
of that tradition. } 

A: Well, that phrase you use/ 
casually gay sensibility, soundé 
right to me in the sense that 
there’s no apologizing, and 
there’s also no tendency to put 
gay characters into their tradi- 
tional roles. I had a long talk 
about this with a friend of mine 
who’s a novelist, and she’s very 
distrustful of the supposed new 
openness about homosexuality, 
especially in the film industry. 
Her feeling is that the film indus- 
try is always willing to have gay 
characters as long as they stay in 
their places, that is to say, sort of 
friendly maternal drag queens, 
the sort of effeminate but warm 
and cuddly brother figure who 
seems always to be played by 
Harvey Fierstein. But in this 
story, you have a narrator for 
whom his homosexuality is nei- 
ther a problem nor an issue, and 
you have a lot of straight boys at 
UCLA for whom having sex in 
exchange for term papers is nei- 
ther a problem nor an issue. 
These straight boys are beyond 
conventional ideas of morality. I 
suspect that may be disturbing 
because it is very much going out- 
side the traditional roles that are 
assigned to gay characters that 
are in film and in literature. ©

Aerosmith get darkly introspective 
BY BRETT MILANO When you consider all the market-testing, 


second-guessing, and general hoopla that went into the making of 
Aerosmith’s Nine Lives (in stores this Tuesday, from Columbia), it’s a 
wonder that the thing even sounds like a rock-and-roll record, much less 
a pretty good one. There have to be a few roomfuls of high-powered 


executives banking on 


band’s $30 million re-signing deal 
with Columbia. If you’re keeping 
track, that’s not quite the $80 mil- 
lion R.E.M. got for re-upping with 
Warner Bros. just before releasing 
New Adventures in Hi-Fi, but it’s 
nothing to sneeze at. 

The surprising part, however, is 
that Nine Lives sounds a lot like 
Aerosmith’s own version of New 
Adventures — a dense, experimen- 
tal album that finds the group air-

sion and self-doubt. Hard as it may 
be to feel sorry for anyone making 
$30 million, | find a certain 
poignancy in the way both bands 
are trying to recapture their old 
sound while inadvertently betray- 
ing how far they’ve moved away 
from it.

HERE TODAY: with all personnel intact, Aerosmith have delivered

Of course, none of the advance 
publicity is going to admit that 
Aerosmith have made a borderline 
bummed-out album.

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the success of this album, the first product of the 


Tyler’s voice — sometimes jarring- 
ly so, as on the raspy opening of 
“Kiss Your Past Goodbye.” And 
though the album is as loud and 
electric as anything they’ve done 
(take a bow, Joe “Fucking” Perry); 
much of it mines a boozy/woozy

Beggars Banquettype groove. If the 
last batch of Aerosmith albums 
were all about proving you could 
still be loose and crazy without 
drink or drugs, this one suggests 
you can have a wicked hangover 
without them as well. 

A more upbeat Aerosmith were 
on display when the band last 
played in town, doing two sur- 
prise club gigs (at the Middle East 
and at their own Mama Kin) in 
November °95. I caught the 
Middle East show, which was eas- 
ily the best of the dozen-odd 
Aerosmith gigs I’ve seen. For the 
first time in years they played as 
an unassisted five-piece, without 
the now-standard keyboards, 
added vocals, and back-up tapes 
(all of which have become neces- 
sary to re-create the studio sound 
of their last few albums). Freed of 
the responsibility to play all the 
hits, they pulled obscure album 
tracks out of the hat, jammed on 
some blues, and introduced some 
promising new numbers. One 
new tune, which didn’t make it to 
Nine Lives, had the classic title 
“What Kinda Love Are You On?”; 
another had a lyric that immedi- 
ately got scrawled in my notebook 
— “There’s been plenty of shoes 
underneath my bed/I’ll fuck with 
my boots on, I'll sleep when I’m 
dead.” (That line now appears in 
“Hole in My Soul,” but in much 
tamer form.) 

If this were the ‘70s, 
Aerosmith would have gone right 
into the studio, captured that 
vibe on tape, and had an album 
out at this time last year. But the 
band’s way of recordmaking

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changed soon after the original 
line-up got back together in the 
early ’80s. The first reunion 


album, Done with Mirrors 
(Geffen, 1985), was an old-fash- 
ioned Aerosmith disc — no out- 
side songs, no extra players, no 
studio frills — and it flopped. 
With 1987’s Permanent 
Vacation, they found their hit 
formula by using a hands-on 
producer (until recently, it was 
Bruce Fairbairn) and song doc- 
tors. Very few songs they’ve 
released since then (and nothing 
on Nine Lives) were written 
without outside help. In recent 
years Aerosmith’s collaborators 
have included Don Henley, 
Lenny Kravitz, former Styx 
member Tommy Shaw, and 
schlockmeisters Desmond Child 
and Holly Knight — not exactly 
a list that radiates rock-and-roll 
credibility. 

This makes it doubly improbable 
that Aerosmith have done their 
best work since their retooling, but 
they have, churning out a long 
string of great singles (“Dude 
Looks like a Lady,” “Janey’s Got a 
Gun,” “Love in an Elevator” and 
their best-ever power ballad, 
“Cryin’ ”) that proved how much 
fun retro/commercial rock could 
be. With ’70s icons (Led Zep, the 
Who, the Stones) dropping like 
flies, Aerosmith took their place as 
the proudest holdover from that 
era of hard rock, and rock’s best 
argument for sustained adoles- 
cence. (Their only real competi- 
tion would be Kiss, but they 
haven't released any new material 
in six years). And with a few minor 
exceptions — like the brief rap 
intro of their last full album, 
1993’s Get a Grip — Aerosmith 
did it without bothering to update 
their style. 

The troubles behind Nine Lives 
have become the stuff of gossip 
columns (and a recent Billboard 
cover feature); in a nutshell: long- 
time manager Tim Collins was 
fired last July for reasons that 
remain unclear. Certain band 
members may or may not have 
fallen off the wagon. A full album 
was recorded with Alanis 
Morissette producer Glen Ballard 
— but without drummer Joey 
Kramer, who it’s reported was 
kept from playing by a bad bout of 
depression. (Depression in 


Aerosmith? If he were in Pearl 
Jam, it might have made more 
sense.) The original album was 
then scrapped, in part because

Columbia VP John Kalodner — 
listed in the Billboard story as 
Aerosmith’s “guru” (seemingly an 
industry term meaning “A&R 
executive with an ego”) — didn’t 
like it. Finally the album was re- 
recorded, with a different produc- 
er and song line-up, and with 
Kramer reinstated. 

Those shake-ups all left an 
audible mark on the finished 
album, whose ballads are murkier 
and whose rockers are more 
jagged than Aerosmith’s norm. 
That’s not to say everything 
works. Producer Shirley too often 
goes ballistic with string arrange- 
ments, starting with “Taste of 
India” — a likely second single 
that apes Kula Shaker’s sound, 
but why bother? Long, drony 
codas push two tracks to six min- 
utes and send the closing “Fallen 
Angels” past eight. And Shirley 
muffles Kramer’s drum sound, 
which keeps the more good-timey 
numbers — notably “Pink,” this 
disc’s attempt at a big Aerosmith

sex anthem — from getting the 
kick they need. 

But the murk is better suited to 
the album’s standout tunes. On 
“The Farm” the multi-guitar 
sound is downright claustropho- 
bic, and that’s certainly appropri- 
ate for a song about wanting to 
head for the loony bin. Instead of 
finding any fun in Tyler’s dark- 
humored lyric (“I wanna be a 
Hare Krishna/Tattoo a dot right 
on my head/And the Prozac is my 
fixer/I am the living dead”), the 
arrangement sports cellos and 
slide guitars that accentuate the 
undertow. One of the toughest 
rockers in the band’s catalogue, 
“Something’s Gotta Give” could 
also have been played for laughs, 
with a lyric that jumps from non- 
sequitur to nitty-gritty 
(“Cybererotic head  explode/ 
Information overload/And | just 
can’t take anymore/And I'm 
gonna _ break”) but Tyler 
shouts those last three words as 
though he weren't kidding. 
Finally, “Crash” is the most vivid 
of Aerosmith’s many anti-drug 
songs, because it’s not a lecture 
or a pep talk. It’s a chaotic come- 
down song with distorted vocal 
overdubs, massed guitars, and a 
tempo verging on_ hardcore. 
(“Crash” may also be the best fuel 
for the theory that someone fell 
off the wagon. It’s hard to write 
something like this without a little 
firsthand knowledge.) 

Contrasting with this trio of 
rockers is a surprisingly touching 
countryish number, “Full Circle.” 
Although it comes too soon at 
track five (it would have made a 
better closer than the weak “Fallen 
Angels”), it’s the album’s most 
telling track: thinly disguised as a 
love song, it sports a sing-along 
chorus that confronts the band’s 
recent hassles along with a creep- 
ing sense of mortality: “Time, 
don’t let it slip away/Raise your 
drinking glass, here’s to yester- 
day/ ... In time, we’re all gonna 
trip away, don’t piss heaven off, 
we've got hell to pay.” And that 
tough-but-wise sentiment sums 
up this album’s best moments. If 
not the commercial blockbuster 
that Columbia obviously wanted, 
Nine Lives is the one that brings 
Aerosmith, kicking and scream- 
ing, into something approaching 
adulthood.

MAGIC BLUES 


On R.L. Burnside’s new CD, they’re 
calling him Mr. Wizard. Which is okay 
with Mr. Burnside, who subscribes to 
the Borscht Belt line “they can call me 
anything as long as they don’t call me 
late for supper.” Which proves not only 
that Burnside likes his humor well 
lived-in but that the Catskills and 
Mississippi hill country have more in 
common than one might think. 

It’s the same with dirty, hard-edged 
blues and punk rock. Which is proved 
by the 70-year-old singer/guitarist’s 
hell-raising new CD, Mr. Wizard (Fat 
Possum). What's different is age and 
culture, but the spirit of rebellion, the 
need to convey gut-level emotions and 
make people react, and the desire to 
play loud as the Devil with a fire- 
cracker jammed up his ass are shared. 
Although the culture of underground 
punk and the culture of Mississippi 
juke-joint blues exist comfortably in 
parallel, the chemistry of the two 
when mixed can result in something 
smelling like burning sulfur. 

That was the problem with A Ass 
Pocket of Whiskey, Burnside’s last Fat 
Possum album, which was a collabo- 
ration with the smoke-and-mirrors 
punk ensemble the Jon Spencer Blues 
Explosion. Unfortunately, Ass Pocket 
sounded more like a coup than a co- 
op, with Explosion drummer Russcll 
Simins putting down such a stiff- 
necked, rock-educated rhythmic drive 
that it drained Burnside’s music of its 
lively, loose, volatile swing. Spencer 
also helped nail Mr. Wizard’s wings 
to the ground with his four-dollar-bill 
outbursts of jive talk and trust-fund 
“bad-ass” exhortations. In short, the 
Explosions’ contributions, as_ well- 
intended as they were (please applaud 
Spencer for carrying Burnside as an 
opener on a series of tours), crippled 
the album. 

Like A Ass Pocket of Whiskey, Mr. 
Wizard sports a cover by Derck Hess, 
Ohio’s answer to rock-poster-art 
kingpin Frank Kozic. Like Ass Pocket, 
Spencer and company appear again, 
but on only two cuts — not enough to 
do damage. So on Mr. Wizard we get 
mostly Burnside with his road dogs, 
guitarist Kenny Brown and his drum- 
mer grandson Cedric Jackson, and 
together they howl at the moon like a 
horny blue-tick hound with the smell 
of female in his nostrils. Which is 
another way of saying this CD is raw, 
right, and roaring with passion, ass- 
kicking rhythms, crazy-butt guitar, 
and soulful vocal majesty. R.L. might 
be old enough to be your father or 
grandfather (albeit at least twice as 
cool), but this is not your father’s or 
grandfather's blues. 

And yet, it is, too. Listen to 
Burnside firing up his guitar alone, as 
drones and stray harmonics , zing 
under a rhythm-and-slide accompani- 
ment to his high-voiced vocal on his 
mentor Fred McDowell's gospel blues 
“Over the Hill.” It’s stone old-time 
country blues, and traditional as it 
gets. Now check out that Grammy 
winner Beck’s first hit, “Loser,” not- 
ing how the slide guitar’s just a nick 
away from what Burnside's laying 
down. (Beck, by the way, is also a 
Burnside enthusiast.) I'll tell ya: R.L.’s 
shit cuts through time, space, and 
even thick heads if you open your 
heart and mind to it. 

But Burnside can preach to the 
unconverted better than 1. Mr. 
Wizard’s “Snake Drive” has a groove 
so deep George Clinton would have 
to form a human ladder with every 
member of all his 
Parliament/Funkadelic line-ups to 
crawl out of it. And it’s got a rabid 
slide-guitar solo from Kenny Brown 
that’s the kind of screaming freedom 
I’ve not heard since jazz stringslinger 
Sonny Sharrock passed. And no punk 
pounds a fractured and worn drum 


kit harder than Cedric Jackson. And if 


there’s any confusion about what Mr. 
Burnside’s saying when he tell us that 
“Georgia women got sweet jelly roll,” 
the sweaty slow grind of the big las- 
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obvious touchstone for

civious beat spells out s-e-x. 

Hell, this is blues in its bottom-line, 
elemental form, played by the man 
who may be its most zealous living 
practitioner. And it doesn’t necessari- 
ly need the help of fancy CD covers or 
Beatle-booted punks to touch every- 
body. It just needs to be heard.

CHARLIE 
KOHLHASE AND 
MICHAEL MARCUS: 
SOARING 
SAXOPHONES 


A Charlie Kohlhase gig is one of the 
surest bets on the Boston jazz scene. 
His first meeting with New York sax- 
ophonist Michael Marcus at the 
Regattabar a week ago Tuesday was 
no exception. During their opening 
set, the saxophonists challenged and 
inspired cach other, and the quartct, 
featuring longtime Kohlhase associ- 
ates bassist John Turner and drummer 
Matt Wilson, quickly developed into a 
unit that was spontaneous, entertain- 
ing, and challenging. 

Kohlhase mines the tradition for 
some of the wittiest and most histori- 
cally informed avant-garde jazz heard 
today. In his solo on the first number, 
Marcus’s “Gummin’,” you could hear 
distant echoes of Lee Konitz, John 
Tchicai, and Charlie Parker in the way 
he developed his solo. He worried 
phrases into new shapes, varied the 
pacing and density of his lines, twist- 
ing them in unpredictable directions, 
then crupted into bluesy riffs at the 
climax. 

Kohlhase tends to work his way 
slowly to a high emotional pitch. 
Marcus, on the other hand, often leapt 
in with slashing, angular lines and 
quick jabbing riffs that established a 
charged emotional tone. He did that 
on “Kingdom's Chair,” and behind his 
solos you could sense Eric Dolphy’s 
harmonic adventurousness and 
Rahsaan Roland Kirk’s _ blues- 
drenched emotionalism. Kirk is an 








Marcus; for 


this performance he played the rarely 
heard saxello and stritch, two horns 
that Kirk often used. On “Julius/ 
Mirrors,” Marcus opened playing 
both his horns at once (also a favorite 
Kirk techniquc), then turned to the 
stritch, which is essentially a straight- 
ened alto saxophone with a darker 
tone, for a bold solo full of fluttering 
lines and hard-hitting repeats. 

Turner and Wilson helped everyone 
dispel the inevitable first-gig stiffness 
before the end of the first number. 
With the antic Wilson busy adding per- 
cussive color and offering elaboration 
and support of the soloists’ ideas, 
Turner was often the rhythmic anchor 
— a job he fulfills with drive and imag- 
ination. And unlike most drummers, 
Wilson never lets his solos feel like a 
percussion interlude within a tune. He 
realized his solo on “Gummin’ ™ like a 
horn player, creating and developing 
melodic contours on his tom-tom and 
bass drums, and using dynamics for 
dramatic underscoring. 

The talented Marcus has not 
received the attention he deserves, but 
he is increasingly busy as a leader and 
sideman. Recently he recorded two 
albums with legendary saxophonist 
Sonny Simmons, and he wrote many 
of the arrangements heard on the 
homonymous 1996 Qwest release by 
the Saxemble, who include fellow reed 
players James Carter and Frank Lowe. 
Marcus's third album as a Icader, the 
recent Reachin’ (Justin Time), featur- 
ing Saxemble drummer Cindy 
Blackman, former Sun Ra guitarist 
Bruce Edwards, and bassist Steve 
Neil, further extends his streak of 
superior new-jazz recordings. 

Reachin’ displays an unusual range 
and depth of mood, from the carefree 
“Along the Line” to the spiritually 
questing “Psalm Walk” and the explo- 
sive, agitated saxcllo-drum duct “Into 
Nowheresville.”. Marcus plays with 
immediacy and naked emotionalism 
throughout, creating solos of riveting 
drama on “Forgotten Paradise” and 
“Stritch’n.” The rhythm section keeps 
a swinging groove but knows how to 
bend and take the music further out. 
Marcus has a duet album with pianist 
Jaki Byard on Justin Time due soon; it 
should add to the evidence of his abil- 
ity to wed the old and new into pow- 
erful, personal music.

Slide and the Irresponsibles get respect 


BY BRETT MILANO To borrow a line from George Clinton, Slide 
are a band who’ve long been standing on the verge of gettin’ it on. The 
sound they’ve been aiming for is something that’s not often done in 


Boston — a Southern-flavored 
jam and groove that’s still raw 
enough for the alternative crowd. 
What that’s done, often as not, is 
stick them in no-band’s-land. 
They’d play for Phish fans who 
thought they were too loud, or 
for alterna-rockers who thought 
they were hippies. 

Their second album, Whipdang 
(out this week on their own YNH 
imprint), is where Slide find their 
groove. And suffice to say they 
ain’t hippies. But they’re not your 
basic “alternative rock band, 
either. Instead they draw together 
a handful of good things: a little 
swamp rock, a little of Los Lobos’ 
spooky groove, a little boho swing 
a la Morphine, and a bunch of 
rough-edged guitar rock. New 
Orleans plays a major part in their 
musical galaxy — they’re about 
the only local band I’ve seen pull 
off Meters covers on a regular 
basis — but so do old-school 
Boston roots. The disc’s one 
cover tune is by Willie Alexander. 





And a roomful of local heroes 
including Alexander, Barrence 
Whitfield, and Robin Lane will all 
be on hand for Slide’s disc- 
release party at the Lizard Lounge 
this Saturday, March 15. 

“I accept that some people will 
hate this album, but maybe some 
will prefer it to the first one [last 
year’s Forgiving Buckner],” 
singer/guitarist/main writer 
Shaun Wolf Wortis explains over 
drinks at the Middle East with me 
and organ/accordion player Suzi 
Lee (drummer Ken Schopf and 
bassist Fane complete the band). 
The change of direction was 
more forced than conscious. 
Three band members had deaths 
in their families, which prompted 
a darker turn in Wortis’s song- 
writing. “And a band like us only 
has a certain amount of money, 
so we had the choice of concen- 
trating on basic tracks or over- 
dubs. We didn’t do the overdubs, 
so most of the tracks aren’t par- 
ticularly polished. But we kept

working on- the basics until we 
got the ones that felt right.” 

One would hate to suggest that 
a band should go through tragedy 
and poverty, but in this case it 
apparently helped. The stripped- 
down studio sound feels livelier 
than the smoother production on 
the debut; co-producer Ducky 
Carlisle experiments with quirky 
percussion and _ fuzz-guitar 
sounds. And the songs reflect the 
darker tone, but not explicitly so. 
You don’t want to get too 
depressing on an album called 
Whipdang. Lee does deal with her 
mother’s death on her one solo 
contribution, “He Loves Her.” 
More often the writing has on a 
sultry, voodoo-ish quality. Case in 
point: “Sugar Fuzz,” inspired by a 
real-life incident in which Wortis 
was nearly friéd by a loose con- 
nection in his amp; it’s presented 
as a funkafied ghost story. 

They also keep the songs fairly 
short, with the hardcore homage 
“Gamma Ray” coming in at less

than two minutes. It’s the rare 
rock album that can leave you 
wanting more instead of fewer 
solos. “That’s probably what sets 
us apart from the hippie bands; 
we only go off on a tangent when 
it feels right,” Wortis says. 

So why not plug into the Phish- 
head circuit at the Paradise? 

“Because they’ve never asked 
us,” Lee notes. 

“In my experience we’re too 
quirky for that audience,” Wortis 
adds. “I have no problems with 
them myself, but on a good night 
we're too aggressive and they 
don’t like us much.” 

For want of a better niche, 
Slide have become the unofficial 
house band at Club Bohemia. 
They headlined the past New 
Year’s Eve, and they make an 
annual tradition of Mardi Gras 
and Bastille Day shows. It’s there 





they’re free to go off on tangents 
— including the show last year 
when. they opened with the 
Clash’s “London Calling” and 
proceeded to play that entire dou- 
ble album in sequence. 

Wortis admits that before he 
discovered Dr. John and Los 
Lobos, it was the Clash ‘who 
turned him onto roots music. “I 
learned about American music 
backwards, just like a lot of peo- 
ple learned about Chuck Berry 
from the Beatles. We may be a 
roots band, but I’m not denying 
that the Clash were one of the 
most important bands ever.” 

The infatuation with New 
Orleans came later, and Lee says 
it’s a fitting thing for a band from 
Cambridge. “The two cities are 
pretty similar when you think 
about it; there’s a certain decay in

He’s just played the high- 
est-profile gig he’s done with the 
band — two Fridays ago at Mama 
Kin, where the Irresponsibles 
unveiled their new, four-piece 
string section — and he’s now 
exchanging tapes with Belew, 
who'll be producing their next | 
album over the summer.

Music went through the lo-fi stage, 
the grunge stage, and the hip-hop 
stage, and now it’s coming back to 
good pop songs.”

Go-Go-ing strong 


Redd Kross still kick up the thrills 
BY MATT ASHARE Alice in Chains have a song whose title they 


resemble called “Sludge Factory,” | 
“Bubblegum Factory.” It’s really that simple. Back in 1980, when a | 


particularly violent strain of punk 
was breaking out in the suburbs 
of LA, the pubescent So-Cal 
Brothers McDonald — singer/ 
guitarist Jeff and guitarist/bassist 
Steve — teamed up with future 
members of Black Flag (Ron 
Reyes) and the Circle Jerks/Bad 
Religion (Greg Hetson) and 
wrote candy-ccated punk nuggets 
like “Annette’s Got the Hits” and 
“I Hate My School.” When a 
decade later grunge began to 
erupt from the Great Northwest, 
Redd Kross slicked up their 
crunchy riffage on the radio- 
friendly major-label debut Third 
Eye (Atlantic), which celebrated 
the spirit of “1976” and 
“Elephant Flares” with a remark- 
able and, in retrospect, refreshing 
lack of irony. 

Now twice as old as they were 
then, and still younger than many 
of their music-playing peers, Jeff 
(32) and Steve (29) are back with 
another disc that’s likely to pro- 
mote tooth decay. Although others

who have toyed with ’70s kitsch 
— I’m thinking of Urge Overkill 
here — have found themselves up

of America tonight at Avalon, still 
manage to float along with a seem- 
ingly inexhaustible supply of tune- 
ful retro-fuel. It’s as if the 
McDonald’s innocent enthusiasm 


had simply outlasted the statute of | 





limitation for novelty acts. Or 
maybe it’s just that candy has a 
much longer shelf life than corn. 
Either way, Redd Kross have 
retained the uncanny ability to 
evoke the thrill of rocking out to “I 
Want You To Want Me” on the 
radio when you were young 
enough not to care whether Cheap 
Trick were cool or not. 

The new Show World (This 
Way Up/Mercury) is the band’s 


first disc in close to four years, if | 


you don’t count the EP singles 
collection 2500 Redd Kross Fans 
Can't Be Wrong (Sympathy for 
the Record Industry; 1993). But 
Jeff and Steve have been keeping 
busy. Jeff completed a solo album 
that’s due for release later this 
year, and he and his wife, former 
Go-Go Charlotte Caffey, now 
have a two-year-old daughter. 
And Steve produced Imperial 
Teen’s critically acclaimed 
London Records debut last year. 

“Jeff says our hiatuses are 
longer than most , people’s 
careers,” jokes Steve over the 
phone from Mercury’s New York 
offices. “But we really took a year 
off between touring on the last 
album and starting the new one. 
At first, since we hadn’t been 
playing live, it was kind of like 
when the Beatles made Let It Be 
and forgot what the whole band 
trip was all about. So it was trying 
at times.” 

Keyboardist Gere Fennelly, 
who'd played a prominent role on 
1993’s Phaseshifter (This Way 
Up/Mercury), quit midway 
through the sessions, returning 
Redd Kross to a guitar-driven 
foursome with Steve on bass, 
Eddie Kurdziel handling lead gui- 
tar, Jeff on rhythm and vocals, 


and Brian Reitzell drumming. If 
the band have shown any signs of 
maturing, it’s only in the sense 
that they’ve added a little Neil 
Diamond mellow-drama to their 
nifty bag of Cheap Tricks. The 
acoustic-tinged “My Secret Life” 
has all the stoic splendor of “I 
Am, I Said,” though Fennelly’s 
elegant piano embellishments and 
the syrupy background vocals 
also suggest the Carpenters. 

Spotting the influences and 
allusions is always half the fun of 
a Redd Kross album. “Mess 
Around,” a tune about outgrow- 
ing one’s penchant for womaniz- 
ing, is. buoyed by the distinctly 
Byrdsian jangle of a 12-string 
guitar. “Stoned” is a high-school 
bad-girl anthem worthy of the 
early Cars, with a synth hook and 
flashy guitar riffing to prove it, 
though Jeff will never be as art- 
school cool with his vocals as Ric 
Ocasek. The disc’s best track, the 
surging power ballad “Girl God,” 
reminds me in tone and perspec- 
tive of Elton John’s “Candle in the 
Wind” without the piano. And 
there are hints of the Go-Gos’ 
playful charm in the bouncy 
melody of “Ugly Town.” 

Jeff politely corrects me on that 
last one. It seems that “Get Out of 
Myself” is the one that’s supposed 
to sound like the Go-Go's. “I love 
the song ‘Headiover Heels,’ ” he 
admits, “and I’ve always wanted a 
song like that. So finally I just went 
right to the source.” 

Sure enough, it was co-written 
by Caffey. *

‘Irish musicians descend on Boston 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ The peace process in Northern 
Ireland may be stalled, but Irish traditional music is in full 
flight. The Chieftains collected yet another Grammy last 


month, for Santiago; Clannad and Altan 
have retrospective albums out. The 
Riverdance collection (video, CD, tape) 
has already racked up phenomenal sales 
figures, and the stage show took home a 
Grammy of its own; now Michael Flatlcy’s 
Lord of the Dance is hoping to make a sim- 
ilar score. And as St. Patrick’s Day 
approaches, the musicians are descending 
on Boston, bringing their new CDs with 
them. Between now and Monday, you can 
find a major concert every night. 

The Chieftains will be making their usual 
stop at Symphony Hall this Sunday evening, 
and they'll surely bring some tunes from 
Santiago (BMG/RCA), on which they visit 
their Celtic cousins in Galicia, that region of 
northwestern Spain whose language is clos- 
er to Portuguese than Spanish and whose 
culture has distinctively Celtic elements (not 
surprising in view of the ancient trade routes 
to Ireland). We get unusual instruments: the 
txalaparta (large wooden planks), trikitixa (a 
box accordion), rabel (a kind of fiddle), 
cavaquinho (a Portuguese ukulele), and, of 
course, the gaita (Galician pipes) of Carlos 
Nditez — whose own excelicnt album, 
Brotherhood of Stars (BMG/RCA), with the 
Chicftains and Triona Ni Dhomhnaill guest- 
ing, is just out (check the Celtic honky-tonk 
of “Dancing with Rosina” and the 
Chicftains-led “The Flight of the Earls”). 

The music ranges from love songs to 
pipe duels to waltzes to a medieval hymn 
recorded in a convent opposite the pilgrim- 
age cathedral of Santiago de Compostela 
— first a cappella by the Ultreia Choir, 
then with the lads joining in. There are 
emigrant excursions to Madrid (Eliot Fisk 
on Spanish guitar), LA (Linda Ronstadt 
and Los Lobos doing “Guadalupe”), and 
Havana (Ry Cooder on mandola), but, 
opposing the guest-star trend in recent 
Chicftains albums, this one has the band 
mostly out on their own, finding new inspi- 
ration and as infectiously uninhibited as 
ever. The centerpieces. are a Paddy 
Moloney piece that started out to be 30- 
second introduction and grew into an 1I1- 
minute “Galician Overture” that’s a combi- 
nation folk song, folk dance, war march, 
and symphonic national anthem; and the 
concluding “Dublin in Vigo,” an all-out 
jam session at Vigo’s tiny Dublin pub. If 
you have all 32 previous Chieftains albums, 
you still need this one. 

The delights of Santiago include Paddy 
Moloney’s literate, informative liner notes. 
The same, alas, cannot be said for Rogha: 
The Best of Clannad (BMG/RCA). 
“Rogha,” as the liner notes here properly 
explain, is Gaelic for “choice”; what they 
don’t tell you is that the sclection is limited 
to Clannad’s four BMG albums: Magical 
Ring (1983), Legend (Robin of Sherwood) 
(1984), Macalla (1985), and Sirius (1987). 
This middle period saw Clannad moving 
from dreamy synthesizer washes in Gaclic 
(“Theme from Harry's Game”) and misty 
Robin Hood ballads (“Together We”) to 
backbeat-heavy pop rockers (“Second 
Nature,” “In Search of a Heart”). The six 
selections from Magical Ring include Maire 
Brennan’s ethereal renditions of “Ta Mé 
‘Mo Shui” and “Thios Fa’n Costa”; there’s 
also “Buachaill 6n Eirne,” from Macalla, so 
you get some traditional Gaelic to anchor 
the new-wave Irishry. But the liner notes, 
apart from a short biography of the band 
and an attempt, not always successful, at 
translating the Gaclic titles, are skimpy: no 
lyrics, no mention of where the songs come 
from. Unless you're looking for a mid-peri- 
od Clannad sampler, pass on this one. 

If the BMG folks want to know how to 
put together a retrospective, they should 
look at The Best of Altan (Green Linnet). 








Led by Donegal singer/fiddler Maighréad 
Ni Mhaonaigh since the death of her hus- 
band, Frankie Kennedy, in 1994, Altan had 
a previous “best of,” The First Ten Years 
1986-1995, out just two years ago; and 
this one draws on the same albums: Island 
Angel (six selections), The Red Crow 
(four), Harvest Storm (three), Horse with a 
Heart (two), and Altan (onc). So it’s hard- 
ly a must-have. But Green Linnet has 
thrown in a 30-minute bonus disc from a 
live show given in Bochum, Germany, in 
1989, with three Gaelic ballads from Ni 
Mhaonaigh — “Thug Mé Rdide,” “Ta Mo 
Chleamhnas 4 Dhéanamh,” and “Tuirse 
Mo Chroi” — that alone would justify pur- 
chase; and as usual the group take wing live 
in a way they don’t always: in the studio. 

The generous main disc includes two 
engaging children’s songs that didn’t make 
it onto The First Ten Years: “ ‘Si Do 
Mhaimeo |” (backed by didjeridoo) and 
“Dulaman” (which Altan play in a skipping 
6/8, as opposed to Clannad’s driving 4/4). 
The booklet has some nice color photos, 
plus lyrics, translations, helpful notes, and 
information on which albums the songs 
come from. If you like Altan enough to 
have all their albums, you don’t really need 
this one. Then again, if you like them that 
much (and why wouldn't you?), you'll 
want this for the bonus disc. 

If. you’re looking for something new, 
Dervish, who played the Burren in 
Somerville last night, have added At the End 
of the Day to their previous two releases, 
Playing with Fire and Harmony Hill (all on 
the Kells label). This six-piece from Sligo 
have singer Cathy Jordan Icading a tradi- 
tional line-up of fiddle, flute/whistle, accor- 
dion, and an assortment of bouzouki/man- 
dolin-type instruments whose thoughtful 
plucking creates a folkish, tone. Half the 
tracks on At the End of the Day are songs, 
including “An Spailpin. Fanach” and an 
English version of “Ar Eirinn Ni Neosainn 
Cé Hi”; Jordan sounds at times like Ni 
Mhaonaigh, at times like Dolores Keane. 
She also plays bodhran and bones (check 
the “Davey’s” reel on the “Trip to Sligo” 
set). The performances Icave plenty of space 
for soloing, and these guys can solo; when 
they all get together, as on “Drag Her 
Round the Road,” they really roll. If you did- 
n't catch them last night, grab all three CDs 
and hope they come back soon. 

Tonight the Middle East will host New 
York rockers Black 47, who are Irish but 
not exactly traditional. They take their 
name from the worst year of the Famine, 
1847 (thus this year’s 150th-anniversary 
Famine observances), but as the travel 
stickers on the cover of their latest CD, 
Green Suede Shoes (Mercury), indicate, 
they're rovers, from Vietnam (“My Love Is 
in New York”) to Praguc 
(“Czechoslovakia,” wherein our hero goes 
to the old country to marry his landlord’s 
daughter, Citizen Gerty) to Wexford 
(“Vinegar Hill” is where in 1798 an 
English army slaughtered an Irish rebel 
camp) and Belfast (Long Kesh, the prison 
where in 1981 “Bobby Sands MP” and 
nine other IRA members starved to death). 
“Change Come Slowly” and “Winds of 
Change” link oppression in Jamaica and 
Ireland; there’s a Gaclic track, “Mo 
Bhr6én,” and 44 seconds of traditional Irish 
playing called “Gerty’s Farewell.” Waiting 
back home are “BrooklyngGirls,” but also 
the hell of “Five Points” and “Forty Deuce” 
(yes, the street). ' 

The line-up is part rock (guitars, percus- 
sion), part Irish (uilleann; pipes, whistle, 
bodhran), part eclectic. (trumpet, trom- 
bone, saxophones). Larry Kirwan affects a 
neo-Dylan sing-song, and sometimes the 





lyrics are Dylan-precious. But if 
you like your Irish (and other) 
protest politics with a backbeat, 
this is for you. Appearing with 
Black 47 will be Newfoundland 
rockers Great Big Sea, whose Up 
(Warner Music Canada) | haven't 
been able to find; perhaps they'll 
bring copies to the show. 

Cherish the Ladies, who'll be 
at the Berklee Performance 
Center tomorrow (Friday) are a 
very different Irish-American 
affair. For starters, all six mem- 
bers are ladies. Even more unusu- 
al, they boast a piano, which can 
be seen often enough in Irish 
country dancehalls (the Cork 
band Nomos also display a con- 
siderable piano presence on their 
| Won't Be Afraid Any More) but 
doesn’t turn up that much in trav- 
cling bands.- On New Day 
Dawning (Green Linnet) Donna 
Long’s instrument dominates, 
giving the slow numbers a gen- 
teel, almost loungy feel (but with 
poignant harmonies) and the 
faster ones a barrelhouse stomp. 
She has a devastating solo piece 
in “Lord Mayo”; flutist Joanie 
Madden gets her turn on “Ned of 
the Hill.” At times it all seems 
almost too pretty, but when on 
“Within a Mile of Dublin” 
Siobhan Egan pulls out her 
bodhran, the ladies prove they can 
get down. Aoife Clancy has .a 
strong, forthright voice for the 
five songs, though her pronuncia- 
tion on “A Neansai Mhile Gra” 
(which Maire Brennan sings on 
Clannad in Concert, and Aoife Ni 
Fhearraigh on Aoife) is unlike any 
Gaelic I've ever heard. 

Clancy is new; former singer 
Cathie Ryan went solo after just 
two CTL albums. Her homony-

mous debut (Shanachie) includes

Song of Wandcring Acngus.” 
Back-up includes Seamus Egan, 
John Doyle, and Winifred Horan, 
so in effect this is a Solas vocal 
album, and a pretty decent one — 
just a little short at only 42 min- 
utes, and the Yeats setting pales 
next to what Loreena McKennitt 
does with “The Two Trees.” 

Finally, there’s Patrick Cassidy's 
Famine Remembrance (Wind- 
ham Hill) and Lord of the Dance, 
whose male star, Michacl Flatley, 
left Riverdance to go out on his 
own. Cassidy's choral symphony, 
which was first performed this past 
Monday at St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
in New York, is, like his Children of 
Lir, Irish Handel: stately, gor- 
geous, and without much feel for 
Irish rhythms. There's nothing 
specific to the Famine here; it’s 
really an elegy for Ireland. But you 
couldn't ask for more beautiful 
music —+ it might move even the 
English. 

As for the Lord of the Dance 
video (PolyGram), I’m sorry to 
report it’s a mess, with its jumpy 
editing and slow-motion footage; 
the music is no match for Bill 
Whelan’s, and neither, so far as 
one can tell, is the choreography. 
Obviously Flatley thinks he, and 
not the dancing, was the attrac- 
tion of Riverdance — _ guess 
again, Michacl. The stage show is 
due here April 27; that may give a 
better impression. Meanwhile, go 
watch the original (and Jean 
Butler) again and reflect that 
Irish culture hasn’t had such a 
good year since James Joyce 
wrote Ulysses.

(Interscope). The same summer 
('92) that White Zombie seemed to 
scrawl heavy metal's epitaph, 
Helmet declared themselves the 
brand new heavies. Meantime 
(Interscepe) was a dense dollop of 
industrialized sonic wallpaper, 
welding Page Hamilton's avant-gui- 
tar training (with Glenn Branca and 
Band of Susans) to pop convention 
(shades of Black Sabbath, maybe), 
framing a dozen detuned hardcore 
riffs in patterns of repetitive grind 
and roar. The result was a near- 
perfect match of function and form. 


| It wasn't so much a revolution as a 


blueprint; there were dozens upon 
dozens of quickie follow-ups to 
Meantime that were eager to mimic 
the new metal syntax. Helmet's 
own, 1994's Betty, was but one of 
the less interesting ones. 

Aftertaste repositions Helmet as 
the best Helmet-style band out 
there. At times they suspend the 
wiggy time signatures in favor of 
straight-faced Zeppelin-ated stomp 
(“It's Easy To Get Bored”). But 
Aftertaste spends more time build- 
ing on their trademark dynamics: 
mathcore menace smeared with 
searing open-chord clang and wist- 
fully abstract melodies. And when 
“Driving Nowhere” and “Birth 
Defect” work some unnamable fac- 
tory-noise chord into a riff that's all 
rhythmic mayhem, you remember 
why Helmet were once the heavi- 
est thing around. If they're not 
quite that anymore, at least they're 
masters of their own domain.

Rock Stars). This rather secretive 
creature from Olympia, 
Washington (Vern Rumsey of 
Unwound and someone identified 
only as “George”), feeds on nega- 
tive energy and gloomy emotional 


| states. As one of the disc's more 


upbeat numbers (“What Are We 
Doing?/Dogs Restrained”) puts it, 
“In the end we're doomed.” 
Elsewhere Long Hind Legs employ 
a variety of keyboards, acoustic 
and electronic drumbeats, bass, 
and acoustic and electric guitars 
on songs that echo a depressive 
yet tuneful and alluring strain of 
British rock that can be traced back 
to the Joy Division/New Order 
school of postpunk, or maybe even 
David Bowie's Heroes. 

The disc opens with a pleasant 
if rudimentary piano etude (“Icarus 
Flew") before descending into the 
dark, bristling mood of the 
Bowiesque “in America” and spiral- 
ing further down the emotional lad- 
der into the cold fluid of “Open 
Wide.” “Numb” offers both a brutal- 
ly exact anatomy of romantic 
malaise (“It feels so good to fuck 
you/I can't feel my cunt") and, 
along with the more impressionistic 
“A Curtain Is Drawn, a Veil Is 
Worn,” a reminder that New Order 
were once a pop band worth caring 
about. If nothing else, it’s encour- 
aging to hear indie-rockers claim- 
ing some of Bernard Sumner's arty 
pretension as their own.

If 
the movie captures the manner- 
isms of convenience’ store 
bohemians and neophyte rock 
Stars, it's only to skewer more per- 


fectly the fear and egotism | 


beneath their poses. So instead of 
offering a generational portrait-in- 
music like the songs in Dazed 
and Confused or American 
Graffiti, the soundtrack is just a 
mishmash aural backdrop to this 
“deeper” process. 

Still, delete the dumb songs and 
film-score filler and you're left with 
a solid 37-minute sampler of what 
you might call anti-suburban’ rock. 
There’s a shimmery new tune by 
Superchunk and two acerbic ones 
by Sonic Youth, a great cover of 
X's “Unheard Music” -by Elastica 
with Pavement's Stephen 
Malkmus, and fine previously 
released numbers by Girls Against 
Boys, Thurston Moore, Beck, the 
Flaming Lips, and oddball icon 
Gene Pitney, whose 1961 “Town 
Without Pity” closes the soundtrack 
with an anachronistic blast of tor- 
tured pop grandeur — a semi-iron- 
ic ending that all anti-suburban 
mix-tape makers will recognize 
from their own bag of tricks.

Despite the blax- 
ploitation-movie title, this CD's 
provenance is strictly deep house, 
hard-driving bottom riffs syncopated 
in a salsa rhythm — the harsh- 
excitement style associated with 
Junior Vasquez, clubland’s pre-emi- 
nent DJ.

The Cranes 
are not diffident about displaying 
their existential aches and brains. 
Last year La tragédie d’Oreste et 
Electre, a disc with music set to 
extracts of Jean-Paul Sartre's Les 
mouches, came out in France. So, 
yes, this British band do want peo- 
ple to be aware of their mental 
bent. But, no, the Cranes do not 
want people to know what they're 
going on about. Even on a less- 
highbrow outing like this, with the 
songs in English, singer Alison 
Shaw's fluttery squeak renders 
words unintelligible and therefore 
meaningless. Ultimately this outfit is 
more about emotion than intellect. 
It's easier to appreciate the 
stark shadings of the disc if you 
can shift Shaw's irritating vocal 
tremblings to the sidelines and 
focus instead on the strum of guitar 
strings or the shuffle of a drum.

*xx* Electric Bonsai Band, 
LOUNGING IN THE BELLY OF 
THE BEAST (Yellow Tall). The first 
joke is that Seattle's Electric Bonsai 
Band is neither electric nor a band. 
It's classically trained Andrew 
Ratshin, whose bygone trio Uncle 
Bonsai delivered the hilarious 
“Penis Envy” that the FCC protects 
us from hearing on the radio. 
Skewering flabby self and society, 
Ratshin's perceptive writing targets 
frustrated arts critics and preten- 
tious angry young artists/poseurs 
alike. His death songs are among 
his subtlest. In “The Airplane: Part 
ll," he calmly views his impending 
end as a passenger in a plunging 
plane. In the finale, “Epilogue,” a 
dying cynic wonders whether the 
Catholics were right in claiming a 
monopoly on salvation. Recalling 
Warren Zevon's “Excitable Boy,” 
back-up singers mindlessly chirp 
“This is a happy ending” in a mod- 
ern take on Romeo and Juliet (“A 
million lemmings can't be wrong’).

**1/2 Cosy Sheridan, ONE 
SURE THING (Waterbug). The 
third album by this New Hampshire 
native who now calls Utah home 
features 15 tracks recorded live at 
Club Passim in Cambridge and at 
Utah State University. Live albums 
like these typically emphasize the 
between-song patter that singer- 
songwriters rely so heavily on to 
establish audience rapport, but 
Cosy Sheridan plays it pretty 
straight here, depending on, her 
soaring, dynamic-_vocals, rich, 
rhythmic guitar playing, and care- 
fully honed songcraft to get her 
personality across. 

The effort is largely a success. 
With Darleen Wilson (Bill 
Morrissey) producing, Sheridan 
compiles old favorites, a batch of 
new songs, a few covers, and tra- 
ditional tunes. Deftly backed by 
bassist Kent Allyn, she’s an impos- 
ing presence on contemplative 
numbers that channel Joni Mitchell 
via Shawn Colvin — love songs, 
women's fare, and some novelties 
for which she is perhaps most 
noted, including “Waldo lost his 
balls today.” It’s lines like that one, 
plus her sure delivery, that keep 
Sheridan and this album from 
falling prey to self-absorption.

TIDE (Parachute/Mercury 
Records). Listening to this album 
is like taking a stroll along a 
straight path on a fairly warm 
summer's day. The scenery is 
pleasant though a bit plain: a 
generic flower, a nameless bird, 
perhaps a weeping willow. The trail 
offers no surprises, either — no 
sudden curves, no changes of ter- 
rain or direction, no slopes. 

The band's pop-rock sound is 
built around Jennifer Nobel’s mel- 
lifluous voice, which doesn't 
always convey the passion and 
intensity necessary to grab the 
heart strings. The guitars (electric 
for fast songs, acoustic for slow) 
and keyboards produce catchy 
chord progressions to complement 
Nobel's simple melodies; for the 
most part, though, they're purely 
background. The big disappoint- 
ment is in the choruses; the tunes 
lack any build-up of tension and 
subsequent resolution, or even 
any noticeable transitions. 
Climaxes are conspicuously 
absent; though many of the verses 
Start out with a promising vibe, 
they simply don't go anywhere. 
Sure, you'll find yourself whistling 
or snapping your fingers when pro- 
voked by a mindless foray into la- 
la-pop and bubblegum, major 
chords and_lonely-hearts 
conventionality. But the pervading 
feeling is one of familiarity, pre- 
dictability, and distance.

A well-to-do sax play- 
er (Bill Pullman) answers the door- 
bell to hear an ominous voice over 
the intercom, “Dick Laurent is dead.”

It's vastly entertaining, 
raucously funny, and emotionally 
moving — all the things that Flynt’s 
magazine is not. Milos Forman's 
film features bigger-than-life perfor- 
mances from Woody Harrelson as 
the smutmeister and vulgarian Flynt 
and Courtney Love as his ex-strip- 
per true love and eventual wife, 
Althea. In the wake of their success, 
they're dogged by lawsuits from 
moral watchdogs ranging from 
future building-and-loan-scandal 
felon Jack Keating to the inevitable 
Jerry Falwell. Invariably the holier- 
than-thou windbags are outclassed 
by Flynt’s outrageous antics, though 
these become pathetic and clown- 
ish after an assassin's bullet para- 
lyzes him. Eventually his alienated 
lawyer (the uncannily understated 
Edward Norton) deserts him, and 
Althea becomes addicted to the 
drugs he takes to ease his pain. His 
voice transformed into a croaking 
drawl like a cross between Jimmy 
Stewart and W.C. Fields, Flynt 
grows into a bloated but compelling 
ruin, a lecherous Lear railing at the 
winds.

Two Russian sol- 
diers fighting in Chechnya are cap- 
tured and incarcerated by a local 
patriarch in the hope that he can 
trade them for a son imprisoned by 
the local Russian guard. Sacha 
(Oleg Menshikov) is the amoral 
propagator of war; Vania (Sergei 
Bodrov Jr.) is the reluctant recruit 
who has yet to fire his gun in com- 
bat. As the terms for their exchange 
seesaw, it's the wide-eyed Vania 
who becomes the pivotal player.

But 
unlike The People vs. Larry Flynt, 
this adaptation of Stern's bestselling 
autobiography pushes no First 
Amendment agenda. At the film's 
faltering start, the self-dubbed King 
of All Media insists he’s no misogy- 
nist bigot; he’s just misunderstood.

(1954). Kenji Mizoguchi’s film, his 
King Lear, is one of the richest emo- 
tional experiences in the movies. 
The wife of a disgraced governor is 
sold to an island brothel while her 
children, torn from her, are taken to 
the mainiand and bartered as slaves 
to the tyrant Sansho; years later, 
having escaped from his master, the 
boy, Zushio, becomes a chieftain 
and seeks revenge. Brutalized into 
adulthood by Sansho, Zushio, hard- 
ened, does whatever Sansho asks. 
His sister, Anju, represents his 
humanity, and it's she who reminds 
him of their father’s teachings, who 
restores his memories of his moth- 
er, and who rescues his soul by 
helping him escape. The last half- 
hour of the film is Zushio’s return to 
his past; Mizoguchi takes the final 
scene, his reunion with his mother, 
farther than anyone but a great film- 
maker would dream you could take 
it. The film has the Mizoguchi touch: 
it's brutal yet exquisite, and it flows 
like a legend.

At the center of British director Mike 
Leigh's stunning ensemble piece is

ish brother (Timothy Spall), and his 
upwardly mobile wife (Phyllis 
Logan).

rue brew 


ERE, IN THE room they call the brewhouse, it’s 

all about wort. Chris Lohring (above, right) is wav- 
ing his arm in the direction of the tanks looming over 
us, and I’m repeating the litany of equipment in my 
head: the wort flows from the mash tun (the stainless- 
steel tank) into the kettle (the brick-clad tank) and 
then passes through the hop percolator, which looks 
something like R2D2 mounted on a sawhorse. Wort is 
a liquid that’s not water anymore, but not yet beer, 
either. 

Lohring loves all this stuff, loves saying “diatoma- 
ceous earth filter’ and “carbonating stone,” loves stand- 
ing in his cramped, white-walled lab room pouring beer 
into graduated cylinders to measure its specific gravity. 
Lohring’s 31 but looks younger, one of those guys who 
could be any age beginning with the number two, 
wearing old jeans and an almost boyish half-smile. In 

the fermentation room, he invites me to climb a lad- 

der and peer into the fermenting tank, where 80 

kegs’ worth of Tremont Pale Ale angrily burp carbon 
dioxide from under a white foam of yeast. 

When Lohring and his partner, Alex Reveliotty, 30, 
tapped their first keg of Tremont in 1994, their Atlantic 
Coast Brewing Company became the first commercial 
brewer in Charlestown since World War II. Tucked 
away in the back of a converted shipping warehouse, 
with a prime view of the Moran 
Terminal’s container yard and the 
back of the Charlestown High 
School gym, Atlantic Coast 

Brewing, like all craft brewers, 

practices a kind of nose- 
thumbing at history. The 
whole point of microbrew- 
ing beer, after all, is to 
recapture a traditional 
set of flavors (in this case, 
full-bodied ale from the English 
Midlands) using boutique ingredients 
and a relatively simple brewing 

process. Beyond that, though, this 

microbrewery is bucking the tide of 

business history, bringing manufactur- 

ing jobs — on however small a scale 

— back into city neighborhoods like 

Charlestown. 

This year the brewery will be celebrat- 

ing St. Patrick's Day (albeit a week or 


two late) by introducing its first bottled beer. On-site 
bottling is unusual in the world of craft beer, where the 
norm is to contract out the bottling operation to a more 
established brewery. But in the name of quality control, 
which Lohring calls “QC,” the Tremont guys are sinking 
$1 million into a high-tech bottling line that will triple 
their space requirements and double their workforce, 
to 20. As Tremont Ale is poured in more bars around 
Boston — and (soon) uncapped in more homes — its 
brewers are becoming conscious of their roles in the 
city: they like to talk about the importance of local own- 
ership, about how their bottling line is creating new 
jobs, and about how beer hasn't really been bottled in 
the city of Boston since the Haffenreffer Brewery, 
where Reveliotty’s family once worked in Jamaica 
Plain, closed in 1965. 

Lohring is out of the fermenting room now. In a few 
minutes it'll be 10 a.m., and he’ll pour me a half-pint 
of the Old Scratch Barleywine, the strongest of the 
Tremont seasonal beers. Yeah, brewing is still fun, but 
| notice Lohring doesn’t pour an Old Scratch for him- 
self. Right now, three years into his business, he’s 
standing between the two poles of Atlantic Coast 
Brewing history. On one side of him, consigned to a 
corner of the loading bay, is an old table-hockey game 
— a relic of the days when simply making beer must 

have been a kind of daily party. On 

his other side is a shrink-wrapped 
unit of tubing and hospital-clean 
steel: the rinser, a component of the 
new bottling line that will open up 
untapped markets and wider 
avenues of distribution. As Lohring 
and | walk through the door of his 

office to finish our interview under a 

bunch of old beer-festival posters, 
Reveliotty is in the empty expansion 
space next door, adjusting the tines on 
a hand-operated forklift, ushering in the 
new regime. 

Tremont Pale Ale in bottles will be 
released by the end of March, priced at 
approximately $7.49 per six-pack. The 

Atlantic Coast Brewing Company, at 50 
Terminal Street, in Charlestown, will offer 
tours at 4 p.m. on Friday and at 1 p.m. on 
Saturday. Call 242-6464.

my parents hung a mirror in every room save the kitchen.

Mama mia, Cecil! The sci.physics crowd's pathetic shot at 
explaining how anyone can suck up spaghetti makes one won- 
der why our tax dollars are still subsidizing hopeless efforts at 
science education. We might as well be funding pictures of 
naked thermocouples. 

These wonks have missed the point entirely. Spaghetti suck- 
ing is not merely a function of the difference in pressure 
between the outside of the mouth and the inside. You can easily 
recognize this using a simple thought experiment. Imagine that 
a physicist-— Erwin Schroedinger will do as an example — 
places the end of a strand of cooked spaghetti in his mouth. 
Then, instead of sucking, imagine that he turns on a pump that 
rapidly increases the air pressure surrounding his head. 

The air-pressure differential will, according to probability, 
crush Schroedinger's skull like an eggshell long before it neatly 
forces the limp spaghetti through his pursed lips. (1 encourage 
any sci.physics wonks who doubt this to try the experiment at 
home.) Ergo, it's not just air pressure. 

A closer approximation to the right answer is that the 
spaghetti strand has its own density and cohesion. When you 
suck, the difference in density between the spaghetti strand and 
the air inside your mouth pulls the molecules on the surface of 
the spaghetti into your mouth; because the spaghetti’s cohesion 
holds it together, the rest of the spaghetti is pulled in, too. But 
then, I'm sure you knew that all along.

When will | learn? | thought this question, while not without 
interest, was too esoteric and useless to get much reaction, for- 
getting that giving the Teeming Millions a question that’s eso- 
teric and useless is like throwing piranhas raw meat. | got rants 
about spaghetti sucking from every unemployed PhD in North 
America, plus a few who aren’t unemployed but who — how 
shall I put this? — probably ought to keep their résumés up to 
date. A sampling of alternative theories, starting with yours: 


When you suck, there is a difference in density between the 
spaghetti strand and the air inside your mouth. 

I never suck, although I have my off days. What does “a dif- 
ference in density” have to do with it? There is a difference in 
density if the stuff just lies there on the freaking table. We're 
talking about spaghetti, not an ideal gas. 


Spaghetti isn't a solid (although one can usé air-pressure dif- 
ferential to pull a round solid into the mouth, but at nowhere 
near the spectacular rate at which spaghetti can be sucked, as it 
were). Rather, spaghetti is a starchy gel and so subject to physi- 
cal laws that govern both solids and liquids. When subjected to 
a pressure differential, the spaghetti strand necks down slightly. 

Okay, the spaghetti isn’t solid but mushy. So what? You can 
suck solid things, too. Cecil has been . . . well, | was about to 
say Cecil has been sucking various cylindrical objects, but | 
recognize that a certain element will find this comical. Let us 
pause while the lads get it out of their systems. Very well. By 
process of experiment, we learn that the speed at which some- 
thing can be sucked depends very little on whether it’s solid or 
spongy — mostly it’s a matter of its weight relative to its 
cross-section. | therefore feel entitled to ignore the fluidic 
aspects of the situation. 


I'm going with the dragging-it-along theory, wherein the seal 
of the lips around the strand is not perfect but allows some air 
or, more probably, a thin layer of spaghetti sauce to be sucked 
in, dragging the strand along with it. 

First thing I thought of. First thing I rejected. The sauce 
acts as a lubricant, sure. However, from our experiments with 
non-pasta, we conclude that an extremely thin film of spit is 
sufficient to facilitate sucking. Given the minute amount of 
fluid and the minimal cross-section it presents, it’s implausible 
to suggest that the sauce or whatever is the sole or even the 
primary medium of propulsion.

The quality of advice is easily 
as good, and you don’t have to stand for the price of drinks. &

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S A QUINCY Market pub owner put it some years 

ago, “We Irish aren’t exactly famous for our cui- 

sine.” He got it half right. Irish breakfasts are leg- 
endary: crunchy, slow-cooked oatmeal with fresh butter- 
milk or cream; rashers of fat bacon and plump sausages; 
white and black puddings; fresh eggs and tomatoes (no 
proper Irish breakfast without tomatoes) — and there'd 
be no harm in your adding a half-dozen potatoes and an 
onion or two. Then soda bread, of course, with butter and 
orangé marmalade, and pots of strong Irish tea, or, if it’s 
not too early, a pint of Guinness. During the summers | 
spent on the west coast of Ireland, where the salt wind 
lashing in off Galway Bay can turn mornings damp and 
freezing cold, the thought of such a breakfast was all that 
made getting out of bed endurable. Restricted to crois- 
sants and biscotti, gastronomic giants like France and 
Italy can only drool. 

Once you get to lunch and dinner, however, matters 
deteriorate faster than an Ulster ceasefire. Corned beef 
and cabbage where you can scarcely tell which is which 
bespeaks the legacy of poverty — but also the pernicious 
influence of English overcooking (as if the English 
hadn’t done enough to us already). This is one more 
area where Ireland needs to strike out on her own. A na- 
tion that, just in this century, has turned out Yeats, 
Joyce, O’Casey, the Chieftains, U2, Riverdance, and, 
yes, Bernadette Devlin ought to be able to produce a 
scrumptious national cuisine. 

There are signs that, back home at least, Irish chefs are 
looking to Europe, not England, for ideas as to how to 
turn fine native ingredients like salmon into four-star din- 
ing. Here in Boston, we at least have some of the ingredi- 
ents. And as my father observed after visiting Dublin and 
Galway, you can eat breakfast any time of the day. You 
can get an Irish breakfast — usually just on Sunday — in 
any number of local pubs and restaurants (see Dining 
Out, page 9). But where do you go if you want to bake 
your own soda bread, or whip up your own version of 
Dublin coddle (see “Dublin Coddling,” page 6)? 

A good place to start would be the Adams Corner Gen- 
eral Store, in Dorchester, which was established in 1908 
and which owner Gerard Adomunes (his father was 
Lithuanian, his mother Irish, Galway people) allows prob- 
ably has the largest stock of Irish groceries in Boston. The

store also provides entrance to Gerard’s Restaurant, a 
homy, comfortable place where you can get an Irish 
breakfast seven days a week. It’s the classic line-up: eggs, 
bacon, sausage, white and black puddings, potatoes 
(which in Boston tend to replace tomatoes, in obeisance 
to American breakfast tradition), brown bread, and tea — 
Salada rather than Lyons or Barry’s, but somehow it 
tastes Irish. Gerard is happy to show off photos of the 
original building (which looks pretty much as it does to- 
day) and other old-time area sights; they’re hung all about 
the restaurant and give the place a neighborhood feel, as 
do a couple of signs rescued from the store’s beginning: 
SUNNY SIDE WAITING ROOM (it was a tram station) and 
LADIES AND GENTS’ TAILOR. There are plenty of tables, but 
if you want to get the feel of the place, sit at the counter. 

Back in the store — which enjoys a steady stream of 
regular customers — you can feast your eyes on a freezer 
full of breakfast goodies: Galtee white and black pud- 
dings, Galtee and Shannon Irish pork bangers (what 
breakfast sausages are generally called in England and 
Ireland), Shannon boiling bacon (as opposed to the back 
rashers that you fry, which are in the refrigerator section). 
The brand names are a bit misleading: both Galtee and 
Shannon are products of Galtee Meats Limited, in 
Mitchelstown, County Cork. The Galtee brand carries a 
slightly higher price tag; Gerard tells me it’s the better of 
the two. Irish sausages are plump and peppery; the back 
bacon is really pork loin (as opposed to streaky bacon, 
which comes from the belly). Irish puddings are made of 
animal parts Americans don’t see much of: the pig’s heart, 
lungs, and heart, to which are added whole-wheat flour or 
oatmeal and spices, usually nutmeg and allspice. The 
black pudding additionally has pig’s or sheep’s blood. The 
taste itself won’t turn your stomach (the experience is 
mostly spice and texture), but if the thought is too much 
for you, just omit the puddings and throw an extra rasher 
or sausage in the pan. 

Then there are the groceries. Erin brand soups: that 
Irish specialty, oxtail, plus Irish potato, mushroom, beef 











and barley, country garden vegetable, and the like. 
Batchelors Irish farm peas and marrowfat peas, both in 
cans; you can also get marrowfat peas in two dried vari- 
eties, soak and non-soak. Batchelors baked beans, whose 
sauce is tomatoey rather than molasses-based. Chef salad 
cream (what we'd call mayonnaise), malt vinegar, beet- 
root, and silverskin onions. Chef Sauce, a concoction of 
vinegar, sugar, apple, orange, onion, and tomato; YR 
Original Sauce (Yorkshire Relish Thick), which is more 
tomatoey and less vinegary. Fruitfield Old Time Irish 
Marmalade. King’s salt-and-vinegar potato chips. Bird’s 
trifle mix: strawberry, sherry, or fruit cocktail. Biscuits 
from Jacob’s and Bolands, chocolate from Cadbury and 
Fry. Robinson’s lemon barley water (lemonade thickened 
with barley flour), Ribena blackcurrant drink, and a 
pineapple-and-grapefruit soda called Lilt. And, naturally’, 
tea, Barry’s from Cork, Lyons from Dublin — mostly 
from Kenya, though the gold (as opposed to green) label 
has some Assam in it. The Adams Corner also offers a 
selection of national and county newspapers, from the 
Irish Times and Sunday Tribune to the likes of the Cork 
Examiner and the Kerryman and the Sligo Champion and 
the Donegal Democrat; they arrive on Tuesday and, as 
Gerard assures me, they don’t last long. Behind the 
counter you can find Irish videos like The Secret of Roan 
Inish and tapes like Irish Rebel Songs Volume 2 (three 


volumes — nine tapes — in all: we're still hoping to sing 
the Brits out of Ireland). 
This is not gourmet shopping — it’s what you'd see in 


your neighborhood Irish grocery store. The beans and the 
farm peas are tasty enough, though part of that taste is 
salt and sugar. The marrowfat peas are large and very 
soft; be careful not to overcook them or you'll wind up 
with pea-soup mush. There’s also a kind of Irish butter 
from Dairygold (another Mitchelstown company) that’s 
part cream, part soya oil; it spreads easily but doesn’t 
taste quite like real butter. Breakfast aside, you can’t 
make a meal out the things you'll find here, but you can 
use them to dress up a meat-and-potatoes (or just pota- 
toes) Irish lunch or dinner. 

The Adams Corner sells a sliced white-flour soda bread 
with raisins and a sugary crust; if you want more of a se- 
lection, just cross Adams Street and walk down half a 
block tothe Greenhills Bakery, where fresh loaves of soda 
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Slainte! 


BP HE TWO great Irish potables are, of course, tea and 

stout. For decades in the US, stout — whose roasted 
grains give it its characteristic toasty taste and black col- 
or — has been synonymous with Guinness, which is 
brewed in Dublin; but in Ireland you can find a number of 
competing brands, including Beamish and Murphy’s, 
both from Cork. Beamish was available briefly in this 
Country, but | haven’t seen it for a year now. Murphy’s is 
available on draft in some pubs; you can also get draft 
Gans and even draft bottles. Guinness is available on tap 
in any pub that dares to call itself Irish, and of course 
you can buy it bottled or in draft cans. There’s no substi- 
tute for stout on tap, but the draft cans are a godsend 
for home consumption — bottled Guinness is gassy and 
bitter when you put it up against its draft-can counter- 
part. And Guinness versus Murphy’s? Murphy’s is 
Sweeter and lighter, like coffee with milk and sugar; 
Guinness is a purist’s drink. Boston is fortunate to have 
them both. Bureaucratic fuddy-duddies have put an end 
to those IS MAITH DUIT GUINNESS (“Guinness Is Good for 
You”) ads; you should decide for yourself. 

As for Irish tea, you can find Lyons and Bewley’s from 
Dublin and Barry’s from Cork. It’s not gourmet stuff; 
most of it comes from East Africa (Bewley’s throws in 
Some Assam and charges accordingly). Remember, 
however, that you’re not going to savor it like a Bor- 
deaux or a Barolo. Irish cuisine calls for strong black tea 
with lots of milk and sugar, which means the subtleties 
of the finest Assams and Darjeelings would be wasted. If 
you can’t find real Irish tea, any nice strong black tea will 
do — preferably one packaged in America rather than 
England.

bread, brown bread, and barm breac (more like a cake 
than a bread) await you daily, along with various other 
breads and pastries. Dermot Quinn, who’s from Offaly, 
istarted the Greenhills in 1991 with his wife, Cynthia Jen- 
nette. There are a couple tables where you can munch on 
your selections; the wall is decorated with posters (Gal- 
way Oyster Festival, “Families of Ireland”) and glowing 
newspaper features and reviews. The white-flour soda 
bread, with raisins, has a nice texture; the brown bread 
has that distinctive nutty flavor that characterizes Irish 
brown bread. The Greenhills also sells Shannon bacon 
and bangers, and there’s a small grocery section where 
you'll find Irish Cottage blackcurrant and gooseberry 
jams, Lakeshore whole-grain mustard with horseradish, 
and McCann’s oatmeal, as well as tea and biscuits. 

While you’re in the neighborhood, you might as well 
drop into the Boulevard Deli & Convenience Store, which 
is just a five-minute stroll down Gallivan Boulevard, 
heading east toward Neponset Circle, cater-corner from 
St. Brendan’s. The offerings here are similar to what 
you'll find at the Adams Corner General Store with a few 
variations in stock: Erin asparagus soup, Batchelors cur- 
ried beans, Odlums brown-bread mix, McVittie’s biscuits, 
MiWadi orange and blackcurrant drinks, Tipperary min- 
eral water. A display case under the counter has CDs 
from the Dubliners and the Horstlips. 

The freezer holds the usual Galtee puddings and 
bangérs and Shannon bacon, plus McCann’s Irish 
sausages. The refrigerator case even has Irish cheese. In 
medieval times Ireland boasted a thriving tradition of 
monastic cheesemaking, but when the monasteries were 
dissolved, the tradition died out. Over the past 20 years 
an Irish Farmhouse Cheesemakers’ Association has 
sprung up, and in her indispensable Complete Book of 
Irish Country Cooking Darina Allen provides a list of 48 
Irish farmhouse cheeses, from Caora in Down (sheep’s 
milk) to Creeshia in Galway (goat’s milk) to Chatwynd 
Irish Blue in Cork (cow’s milk). These have yet to turn 
up in Boston; the Boulevard’s offering is a modestly 
priced pre-packaged sharp cheddar called Ballycashel, 
from the Dairygold people, good enough but not worth a 
special trip.

Hot from the oven 


OU CAN buy excellent fresh 

soda bread and brown bread in 
places like the Greenhills Bakery 
and the Baker’s Pride. But if you 
don’t live around the corner from a 
bakery, you can make your own 
bread in less time than it would take 
to go there. You'll need just four in- 
gredients: flour, salt, baking soda, 
and buttermilk. Because there’s no 
yeast involved, you don’t have to 
wait for the bread to rise; the entire 
process takes less than an hour. You 
can throw the ingredients together 
and put the loaf in the oven first thing 
in the morning; by the time you’ve 
taken a shower and gotten dressed, 
your breakfast will be ready. 

What kind of flour? Traditional Irish 
soda bread calls for white flour; usu- 
ally it’s dressed up with raisins, and 
sometimes with caraway seeds. | 
prefer to use whole-wheat flour, 
which gives you brown bread, be- 
cause it has such a wonderful texture 
and nutty flavor. Many brown-bread 
recipes call for a mixture of the two, 
pointing out that whole-wheat flour is 
hard to work with; itis somewhat 
sticky, but if you keep your hands 
moistened that’s realty not a prob- 


lem. You can also mix white flour 
with fine stone-ground oatmeal, or 
cornmeal, or barley, or even mashed 
potatoes — experiment and see 
what you like. 

For one loaf of soda bread you'll 
need 26 ounces of flour (in measur- 
ing-cup ounces) or one pound (by 
weight), one teaspoon of salt, one 
teaspoon of baking soda, and up to 
a pint of buttermilk. Because the 
Irish air is damper than in America, 
our flour has less moisture; that 
means you’ll need more buttermilk 
than Irish cookbooks are apt to call 
for. | usually start with 10 ounces or 
so and add more as needed. 

All you want by way of utensils is 
a big mixing bowl (a salad bowl will 
do nicely) and a wooden spoon. 
Put the flour, salt, and baking soda 
into the bowl. Add the buttermilk 
and mix everything with the spoon. 
If it doesn’t form a dough, add 
more buttermilk until it does. At this 
point you’ll want to use your hands 
to knead the dough for a few rmin- 
utes, just to get the ingredients 
thoroughly mixed. Form the dough 
into a flattish circle, put.it on a but- 
tered baking sheet, cut a deep’ ©" 
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ight read the Globe or the Donegal Democrat 


cross in the top from edge to edge, 
and slide it into a 375-degree oven. 
(Be sure to rinse out the mixing 
bowl at this point; if you let the bits 
of dough harden, they’ll be ex- 
tremely difficult to remove later.) 
Check after about a half-hour; if the 
bottom sounds hollow when you 
tap it, the bread is done. Or just 
break off a piece and taste it. 

Most recipes tell you to let the 
bread cool, so it will be easier to 
slice. | like it hot from the oven, and 
| never bother to slice it, | just 
break off chunks. In any case, 
serve it with real butter and the 
best marmalade you can find and 
you'll understand why soda bread 
is one of lIreland’s great contribu- 
tions to civilization. 

Postscript: if your idea of cuisine is 
operating a can opener, take heart. 
There are bread mixes — Odlums 
Brown Bread Mix, Hogan’s Tradition- 
al Irish Brown Bread, Irish Village 
Traditional Brown Soda Bread — 
that ask no more of you than to add 
water. For me there’s nothing like 
doing it from scratch, but these mix- 
65 do. give excellent results.

The Adams Corner General Store and Gerard's Restau- 
rant are at 772 Adams Street; hours are 6 a.m. to 11:30 
p.m. for the store, 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. for the restaurant, 
seven days a week. The Greenhills Bakery, at 793 Adams 
Street, is open 6 a.m. to | p.m. on Monday, 6 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Tuesday through Saturday, and 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. on 
Sunday. The Boulevard Deli is at 640 Gallivan Boulevard; 
it’s open 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. every day. Adams Corner is at 
the intersection of Adams Street and Gallivan Boulevard; 
if you’re using public transportation, take the Red Line to 
Fields Corner and then the number 20 bus (be sure it’s 
the one marked “Via Adams Street”), which runs down 
Adams Street before turning onto Gallivan Boulevard. 


ILL DOIRE Meats, up on Dorchester Street, near An- 

drew Square, offers a different kind of Irish shopping 
experience. It’s a tiny space, and the white walls are bare 
save for a couple of large paintings of cows by artist Brian 
O’Riordan. Rather than importing meat from Ireland, Cill 
Doire prepares it here, in the traditional Irish way. At the 
moment that’s done in a Roxbury smokehouse, but the 
operation is planning to have its own place soon. Back 
rashers go for $5.25 a pound, sausages and puddings for 
$3.50, boiling bacon for $2.99; you can also get corned 
beef, as well as ribs and lamb chops and steaks. 

Owner Ted Foley isn’t about when I drop in, but the af- 
fable John Wale, from Lewisham, is happy to explain 
where each cut of meat comes from and what you can do 
with it. In the back room he shows me corned beef in 
brine, and what the loin of a pig looks like before it’s cut 
up into back rashers. Cill Doire has been open just a cou- 
ple of months — which is why things look a little unfin- 
ished — but it’s been successful enough that a second 
store is being planned for Brighton. 

Just up the road a block is the Baker’s Pride, another 
tiny bakery/grocery store. “The Baker,” Brenda Casey ex- 
plains, is the nickname of Noel Robinson, from County 
Kildare, and he runs the Boston Marathon every year; he 
owns the store with Kathy Lawlor and Deborah laquinta. 
This is another neighborhood place; people drop in to talk 
and ask when their favorite loaves might be coming out of 
the oven. The small grocery section has the usual Irish 
teas and biscuits and soups and marrowfat peas and 
creamed rice pudding; there are a few tables where you 
can sip a club lemon or Lilt and munch on the pastry of 
your choice and strike up a conversation with whomever 
comes in. 

Cill Doire Meats is at 371 Dorchester Street, just a 
five-minute walk from the Andrew Red Line T stop in An- 
drew Square; it’s open from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. Tuesday 
through Saturday and from 9 a.m. to | p.m. on Sunday. 
The Baker’s Pride, at 339 Dorchester Street, is just an- 
other couple minutes away; it’s open Monday through 
Saturday from 5:30 a.m. to 8 p.m. and on Sunday from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 


NLIKE THE North End, or Chinatown, Irish Boston 
is spread throughout the city: Dorchester, Southie, 
West Roxbury, Roslindale, Hyde Park. Tiny Irish-grocery 

spots are apt to pop up almost anywhere — though if 
there are large numbers of them in Southie, they’re well 
hidden. The Island Shop, at 735 East Sixth Street, has 
breakfast meats and a few groceries; if you set out from 
the Loaf & Ladle, at 432 East Broadway (at the intersec- 
tion of East and West Broadway), you'll be able to walk 
off the Irish breakfast you've just eaten (give the L&L 
credit for throwing in a fat tomato slice). Otherwise, you 
can pick up the number 9 bus at the Copley Square or 
Broadway T stop and ride it down Broadway to N Street, 
then walk three blocks south to Sixth Street. 

Irish Boston also materializes in areas you might not 
think of immediately. Just a little ways out of Brighton 
Center, where Faneuil and Arlington Streets meet in John 
S. O’Brien Square, the Faneuil Street Market faces off 
against KiKi's Kwik-Mart. Not exactly Irish names, but 
both stores have a respectable selection, including break- 
fast meats and Irish butter and cheese; they also offer 
bread from the Greenhills Bakery and the Keltic Krust. 
The latter bakery, which is located in Newton, puts sugar 
in its soda bread and sucanat in its brown bread (which 
comes in a loaf shape rather than the traditional round); 
the sweetness isn’t overpowering by any means, but the 
taste isn’t quite as authentic. 

KiKi’s Kwik-Mart stocks the /rish Emigrant (the nifty 
green Boston tabloid that keeps you au courant with 
what’s going on back home); the bustling Faneuil Street 
Market has a spiffy collection of tapes and CDs — rebel 
songs, the Saw Doctors, the Waterboys, Luke Kelly and 
the Dubliners — that you wouldn’t readily find elsewhere. 
Like so many other Boston Irish stores, the Faneuil has a 
neighborhood feel that’s promoted by the owners and 
staff. Its proprietors are “George and Zachary” — when I 
ask George whether he’s Irish, he answers, without miss- 
ing a beat, “I’m working on it.” 

The Faneuil Street Market, at 243 Faneuil Street, is 
open from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. seven days a week; KiKi's 
Kwik-Mart, at 236 Faneuil Street, is open 5:30 a.m. to 11 
p.m. every day. You can get to John S. O’Brien Square by 
taking the 57 bus out of Kenmore Square; get off at 
Brock or Beechcroft Street (just a couple blocks past 
Brighton Centeryand walk north a block to Faneuil. If

you’re in Brighton Center and short of time, Flanagan's 
Supermarket (427 Washington Street) has rashers and 

butter and a small Irish section, mostly sauces; Daniel’s 
Bakery (395 Washington) has Irish bread; and Rourke’s 
Pharmacy (365 Washington) has a sign promising rash- 
ers, bangers, and puddings, though it was closed on the 
Wednesday afternoon | visited. 

This time of year, Cardullo’s in Harvard Square carries 
Irish teas and some groceries (look for Robinson’s barley- 
and-blackcurrant drink) — at Harvard Square prices. 
And you can always find Irish tea and biscuits and mar- 
malade and mustard at Irish Imports, up at 1737 Massa- 
chusetts Avenue, halfway between Harvard and Porter 
Squares, where the owners, Michael Shields and Virginia 
Greenblatt, are exceptionally friendly (and the Irish 
woolens are exceptionally hard to resist). If you don’t live 
anywhere near an “Irish” area, keep in mind that Shan- 
non back rashers have even been spotted in Star Markets. 
But remember too that Irish shopping is more than what 
they put in your grocery bag; it’s the experience itself, the 
news you pick up, the friends you meet — or make. If 
you’re.not be part of the neighborhood when you drop in, 
you could well be by the time you leave. & 


Dublin coddling 


Now that you’ve stocked up on Irish breakfast good- 
ies, what are you going to do with them? You can, of 
course, just throw everything into a frying pan. If you 
want to be a little more adventurous, however, you can 
delve into the mysteries of Dublin coddle. 

Everyone agrees Dublin coddle is wonderful comfort 
food. No one agrees on how to make it. The ingredients 
are standard: bacon, sausages, potatoes, onions. But 
some people slice the potatoes and onions thinly, 
whereas others just toss them into the pot. Since this is 
a simmered dish, you’d expect to use boiling bacon 
(John Wale at Cill Doire Meats concurred), but every 
recipe I’ve seen calls for rashers. As for the suggested 
cooking time, it ranges from one to five hours. 

Still, you won’t go too far wrong with the following, 
which is culled from Darina Allen’s The Complete Book 
of Irish Country Cooking, Mary Kinsella’s An Irish Farm- 
house Cookbook, and An Irish Literary Cookbook, by 
Veronica Jane O’Mara and Fionnuala O’Reilly, among 
“others. For one hungry person, peel a couple of pota- 
toes (| used Yukon Gold) and put them into a pot. Peel 
an onion or two (I like the red ones), chop them into 
quarters, and add them. Throw in two or three bangers 
and add a piece of boiling bacon (I found the rashers 
lost their taste). Season well with pepper, pour in al- 
most enough water to cover, bring to a boil, and let 
simmer (or “coddie”) as slowly as possible for an hour, 
or more if you can stand to wait. Put a little. butter or

For a while after | finished college, | was disgusted by both 
Chinese take-out and Domino’s pizza, which had provided my 
only relief for late-night study-session hunger. Although | vow 
never to eat another Domino’s pizza, | am slowly recovering 
from my fear of Chinese take-out, thanks in part to Lucky Wah. 

At this incredibly inexpensive three-table eatery, Chinese 
chefs bustle behind the counter. Lunch specials, which change 
daily, are only $3; | recently had a large plate of pork fried rice, 
sweet-and-sour chicken, and spicy beef teriyaki on a skewer. 
Other favorites include the peppery but sweet ginger noodle lo 
mein, abounding with fresh egg noodles and scallions ($3.50), 
and hot-and-spicy Szechuan chicken with garlic sauce ($4.50). 

The menu has over 100 items, including soups, roast duck, 
and many vegetarian dishes. Prices range from $1.35 for spring 
rolls to $8.95 for large seafood entrees. 

Lucky Wah, located at 1391 Beacon Street, in Brookline, is 
open Monday through Thursday from 11:30 a.m. to 2 a.m., on 
Friday and Saturday from 11:30 a.m. to 2:30 a.m., and on 
Sunday from 1 p.m. to 1 a.m. Call 232-3838.

DINING OUT 
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Our intrepid reporter searches out the food 
of Ireland in the neighborhood of the Celtics

HIS IS THE story of a plan that failed, 

F which, considering that the aim involved 

Irish food, may not be such a surprise. 
The idea I had was to survey Irish cooking in 
one area — in this case, the Guinness-soaked 
neighborhood around North Station — to find 
if not the best Irish cooking in Boston, then at 
least a representative sample. Several pints 
later, and several meals that chiefly involved 
sausage and some form of potato, I’ve decided 
that there are probably better places to survey 
Irish cooking (like, perhaps, any other 
neighborhood in Boston), but there’s at least 
one fine meal to be had if you know where to 
look. 

I started not with the oldest pub in the area, 
but with the newest: Grand Canal, an 
elaborately decorated place that opened at the 
southeast end of Canal Street this past winter. 
Its look is Dublin Victorian, which means 
framed prints, wine-colored 
wallpaper, tasseled 
lampshades, and the overall 
feeling of a bordello conceived 
by Disney. 

The selection of draft beer 
is large and terrific, and the 
food — well, the food was 
just large. I ordered almost 
everything Irish on the menu, 
which meant a shepherd’s pie, 
a fish-and-chips plate, and 
bangers and mash. The fish 
($8.95) was encased in a sort 
of batter shell with a still- 
doughy inside. The chips were 
thick American steak fries, 
instead of the requisite soft, 
square-cut chips that (as 
Kevin Kline put it in A Fish 
Called Wanda) are England’s 
great contribution to world cuisine. The 
shepherd’s pie ($7.95) fared a bit better, even if 
its pillowy mashed-potato cap overwhelmed the 
ground lamb and carrots beneath. As for the 
bangers and mash ($7.95) — well, same 
mashed potatoes, a pool of Boston (not Irish) 
baked beans, and a handful of Irish link 
sausages, or bangers, arranged in a little fan 
across the potatoes. The bangers, to be fair, 
were what you expect when you order Irish 
sausages: tight skin; squishy and vaguely 
spiced-tasting insides. 

At 8 p.m. on a Wednesday, no other Irish 
kitchens were open in the neighborhood, so I 
emigrated with my well-suited friend Kevin Boyle 
— whose food preferences, it must be admitted, 
lie more with the Italian side of his family — over 
to the Green Dragon, an ancient pub next to the 
Union Oyster House. (It turns out to be owned by 
John Somers, the owner of Grand Canal.) 

Our waitress set us up with the obligatory 
Guinness and Murphy’s, and we watched the 
TVs overhead as the Riverdance album won its 
Grammy, drawing cheers from the home crowd. 
We didn’t stray too far from the original plan: 
fish and chips for Kevin, “Irish grill” for me 
($8.95), which a quick inquiry revealed was 
identical to bangers and mash except it included 
bacon. But the baked beans were real Irish baked 
beans, and the bacon was splendid, a grilled 
version of that meaty, delicious Irish stuff that 
my colleague Jeffrey Gantz details on page 4. 
The fish and chips ($8.95) weren’t any more 
Irish than the others I’d‘had, but at feast the -

exhibit an almost inimitable greasiness and 
floppiness; you learn to love it or you move to 
America.) The chips here were the right shape, 
but still detectably American in texture. 

Maybe I gave up too soon, before I'd tried 
bubble and squeak, or Guinness beef stew, or 
corned-beef anything, but I decided thenceforth 
to pursue the meal the Irish are reputed to do 
best: breakfast. | can’t claim to have a history 
with Irish pub breakfasts, but I did live in 
London long enough to become well-acquainted 
with traditional English fry-up, which 
(apologies to the Republicans) is just a variation 
on the theme. The Irish version is eggs, bacon, 
sausage, beans, tomato, and “black and white,” 
which is to say black pudding and white 
pudding (of which more later). 

I had heard good things about the breakfast 
served at the Irish Embassy, a Friend Street bar 
whose diplomatic functions are strictly informal 
(there’s a hostel upstairs). 
Breakfast is served only on 
weekends, so I hauled myself 
out of bed at the ungodly 
hour of 10:30 on a Sunday 
morning and trundled 
downtown. 

I guess you could say | was 
surprised, at that hour, to 
walk into a bar filled to 
capacity. Turned out this was 
a soccer crowd, and not even 
a very Irish one, gathered to 
watch a satellite telecast of a 
match between Aston Villa 
and Liverpool. After some 
trouble I located the single 
remaining seat, with a decent 
view of the match and a 
better view of a painting of 
Shane McGowan, who shows 
perhaps more clearly than any other public 
figure the results of too many years of the other 
sort of Irish breakfast, the kind I’d had the day 
before while watching rugby in a Central 
Square bar: a couple of pints of Guinness in a 
roomful of cigarette smoke. 

In the end I was served very much the real 
thing, for $6.83 with tax and coffee. No beans, but 
the two eggs were fried firmly, the sausages were 
quite Irish, the bacon wonderful and thick, still 
edged with fat, and the chips — well, these were 
chips, limp and flavorful and very, very Irish. | 
even enjoyed the puddings. (Black pudding is a 
slice of very firm dark sausage, flavored with mint 
and darkened with pig’s blood, and white pud is a 
softer gray sausage, a bit livery-tasting.) 

At the end of the meal, | wandered over to 
Grand Canal to try its version of the same 
breakfast, this time with a couple of friends. 
The difference in atmosphere hit me like a 
tasseled velvet brick: quiet Celtic music over the 
sound system, sunlight through the windows — 
altogether a much calmer place to work through 
the last night’s excesses (a job for which Irish 
breakfast food is uniquely well-suited). The 
breakfast here ($7.95) showed touches of 
upscale impulse, with a twisted orange slice, a 
sliver of honeydew melon, and home fries 
instead of chips, but it did nail some of the 
basics: the bacon, the sausage, the black and the 
white were every bit as good as what the 
Embassy had served. The rest of the Grand 
Canal brunch menu was conventional and 
American, but the -musicowas straight from.
